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CALENDAR OP GARDEN AND FIELD 
OPERATIONS. 



Compiled expressly for the "Maryborough Almanac" anil 
adapted to the Wide Bay District, Queensland. 



JANUARY 

Corresponds very nearly, as far as garden and farm operations 
are concerned, to July in Great Britain. The great heat that 
usually prevails during this month renders the operations 
of sowing and planting somewhat precarious, unless the means 
of artificial watering or irrigation be available. Our river 
water at this season is generally too salt to be of use. 

G arden. — Use every effort to keep all ground, as it becomes 
vacant, thoroughly prepared and made ready for the reception 
of next crop, that there may be no unnecessary delay on the 
occurrence of suitable weather. Immediately before an ex- 
pected shower, or as soon after as the ground can be worked 
without clogging, sowings may be made of carrots, turnips, 
lettuce, French beans, peas, cucumbers, melons and marrows 
for late use. The above should be sown in drills when they 
are to stand. Make also a small sowing, in a shady place, of 
celery, cauliflower, and cabbage, for transplanting. Plant 
out, in deeply dug and well-manured ground, cauliflower, 
cabbage, savoys, &c, of former sowings, carefully avoiding all 
weak and sickly plants — allowing a sufficient distance between 
the rows ; from two to three feet will not be found too much 
where the ground is in good heart. Celery may also be 
planted out in trenches, half filled with well decomposed 
manure, and afterwards liberally and regularly supplied with 
water. Gather articles for pickling, and cut herbs coming 
into flower for drying. Destroy weeds and destructive insects. 
Keep the soil between growing crops frequently stirred. 
Attend to and gather all kinds of fruit as they ripen. Grapes 
if required to hang till dead ripe should have the foliage so 
arranged as to screen the bunches from the rays of the sun. 
The budding of all kinds of fruit trees may now be proceeded 
with when the shoots are in proper condition, which is when 
the bark separates freely from the wood. In dry weather a 
heavy soaking of water for a night or two previously will put 
them in order, and a mulching of short grass or manure will 
serve to keep them so. Loosen the ground among fruit-bear- 
ing trees from time to time with a fork ; examine grape vines, 
and regulate and remove all superfluous shoots. In the floral

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department watering must be sedulously attended to. This 
will have the best effect if done after sundown. Carefully 
regulate the growth of climbers, allowing them to grow ac- 
cording to their natural habits as much as circumstances will 
permit. Dahlias, chrysanthemums, and other tall growing 
plants should be carefully staked and tied. Sow annuals in 
vacant places for autumn flowering. Eoses may now be 
budded. Bulbs may be taken up as the leaves decay, and after 
careful and gradual drying in the shade should be stored. 
Keep down weeds, and let the surface of the borders be fre- 
t quently stirred. 

Field. — Break up and prepare land for potatoes, lucerne, 
&c, leaving the surface as rough as possible, to be open to the 
pulverising influence of the sun's rays — a rough surface also 
retards the growth of weeds. Maize, for a late crop, may be 
planted during the early part of the month, in rows four feet 
apart, and three feet distant in the row. Sow a patch of oats, 
barley, sorghum, or rye, for green fodder. Dig and store po- 
tatoes as the tops die down, as at this season they will soon 
rot if left in the ground. Those intended for seed should be 
exposed to the sun for a day or two before putting away. 
Arrowroot should now be growing rapidly, and ought to be 
kept clean, to allow a free circulation of air. Keep the hoe 
going in the cotton aud sugar plantations. Tobacco will now 
be ripening, aud should be looked after. 

FEBRUARY 

corresponds to August in Great Britain. Is usually a very hot 
month, and the remarks made for Jauuary apply equally to 
this. 

Garden. — On the occurrence of moist or dull weather, pre- 
suming the ground has been previously well prepared, sow a 
few vegetables for early crop, such as cabbages, cauliflowers, 
turnips, carrots, peas, and salading. A few kidney beans may 
be sown upon chance, for a late crop. Plant out celery in 
trenches, and leeks, if required extra flue, should be planted iu 
trenches, and treated the same as celery. Ginger will now be 
ready for preserving purposes only. Budding should be 
finished this mouth. Continue to destroy weeds, and to keep 
the ground loose and open about growing crops. Gather and 
store any kind of fruit as they ripen. In the flower garden 
attend to watering ; remove decaying foliage and flowers ; and 
gather valuable seeds as they ripen. 

Field. — Continue the preparation of ground for future 
crops. Hill up maize — early hilling tends to keep down 
suckers, Plant potatoes, uud remember the requirements of 
the stable and stockyard during winter, in the way of green 
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MARCH, 31 Days.

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provender, by sowing C;xpe barley, oats, &c. Gather maize, 
cut and house tobacco and other crops as they ripen. 

MAECH 

corresponds to September in Great Britain. This month is 
not generally so hot as the preceding. Sowing and planting 
may, therefore, be undertaken with much greater probability 
of success. 

Garden. — The scorching heat of our summer being now 
over, this is the month to lay the foundation of a. bountiful 
supply of European vegetables for winter use, by sowing for 
full crops of Brussel sprouts, cauliflower, cabbage, savoy, kale, 
couve tronchuda, turnips, carrots, onions, leeks, beans, peas, 
beetroot, parsnips, parsley, &c. The January sown cabbage 
and cauliflower should now be ready, and may be planted out. 
As may also a full crop of celery in trenches. A supply of 
water-cress during the winter months may be secured by sow- 
ing the seed in a trench, in the bottom of which a layer of 
thorough rotten dung has been placed, and watering during 
dry weather. Earth up potatoes and other crops requiring it. 
Drain, trench, and otherwise prepare ground intended for 
fruit trees, so that the soil may be in a fit state when the 
planting season arrives. Strawberry beds may now be planted 
using the earliest rooted runners for the present season. Re- 
move all superfluous and gross shoots from the orange trees, 
and thin out the fruit where too crowded. Continue to gather 
and store fruit as it becomes ready. Plant out flowering 
bulbs, such as jonquills, narcissus, tritonia, gladiolus, &c, for 
early flowering. Continue to fill all vacant spaces in the beds 
and borders by sowing patches of showy annuals — asbrowallia, 
clarkia, phlox drummondii, sinum rubra, &c, &c. Hoses that 
have done flowering may now be pruned, and the cuttings of 
such sorts as may be required planted in a shady place. In 
pruning these, all weak growing sorts should be cut well back, 
leaving only as much of the young wood as will secure one or 
two good buds. 

Field. — Potato planting, should, if possible, be finished by 
the end of the month. Lucerne, Italian rye, prairie, and 
other grasses, may be sown for pasture or hay, in ground well 
pulverised. Mangold wurtzel, kohl rabi, and ehichory, may 
now be sown — those interested in the home feeding of cattle 
will find these crops worthy of a trial. They are not very 
subject to the attacks of aphids, and if left in the ground 
mangold will keep through our hottest and driest summer. 
Gather and house maize, cotton, tobacco, and other crops, as 
they reach maturity.

Corresponds to October in Great Britain, and is usually a busy 
season with the gardener. 

Garden. — Attend to all growing crops by earthing up, 
thinning out, sticking peas, &C, as required. Continue to 
sow peas, broad beans, cabbages, &c., for successional crops. 
Potatoes, onions, garlic, and shallots, should now be planted. 
Asparagus beds should now be cleared of all decayed tops and 
weeds, and receive a good dressing of salt and rotten dung. 
Oranges, loquats, and other fruit trees may now be planted in 
ground that has been previously thoroughly prepared for their 
reception. Strawberries may still be planted. Bananas 
bearing heavy bunches, should be carefully propped, as they 
are apt, during this and next month, to break down if not 
attended to. This is the best month for transplanting large- 
sized evergreens, shrubs, and trees, provided the weather be 
favorable. Plants removed now will require much less atten- 
tion in watering than if transplanted late in winter. Make a 
further planting of bulbs. Continue to sow and plant out 
hardy annuals. Propagate favorite kinds of roses, either by 
cuttings or layers. Pipings or cuttings of carnations, pinks, 
and piccotees, may still be put in. Keep the borders as clean 
and neat as possible. 

Field. — Land intended for lucerne should be carefully 
cleaned and deeply cultivated, and no pains should be spared 
in getting a pulverised and mellow bed for the seeds. Earth 
up potatoes and keep free from weeds. Bow barley, oats, 
lucerne, &c.

G arden. — Earth up celery, potatoes, and other crops re- 
quiring it. Sow, for succession, peas, beans, turnips, carrots, 
beet, onions, &c. Oranges and all evergreen fruit trees and 
ornamental shrubs may lie planted during this and the two 
following months, remembering that early planted ones have, 
by far the best chance of succeeding. Pruning may com- 
mence on trees that have fully shed their leaves. Continue to 
plant roses, bulbs, &c. Dahlias should be lifted and stored. 
Aiiy alterations in the plan of ground should be completed 
forthwith. 

Field. — If omitted last month sow seed intended for pas- 
ture and fodder. Cotton gathering must be diligently prose- 
cuted. The harvesting and proper housing of crops as they 
ripon should be carefully attended to.

REGISTRATION OK MARRIAGES AND DEATHS. 

Every minister who lias celebrated a marriage shall, within one month 
thereafter, transmit (in accordance with the Act 28 Victoria No. 15) the 
original certilicate to the Registrar of the District, and every Minister 
who shall fail to transmit the certificate to the District Registrar shall be 
liable to a fine, not less than £10; and not exceeding £50. 

In every case of Burial, the Minister or officiating person ought to 
receivo from the undertaker or person having charge of the funeral, a 
certificate from the District Registrar, certifying the registration of the 
death — unless in the case of inquest, when a certificate from the Coroner 
or Magistrate holding the inquest will bo sufficient ; and if any dead body 
shall be buried without such certificate, the person who may bury the 
same, or perform any funeral or religious service for the burial, or who 
shall in any way dispose of the body, shall forthwith give notice of the 
facts to the District Registrar. 

REGISTRATION OK BIRTHS. 

Every Birth must be registered within sixty days, and every death 
within thirty days, next thereafter respectively ; and neglect of this regu- 
lation renders the parties liable to a fine not exceeding tlO. 

If sixty days have elapsed from the date of birth, the law requires the 
parent or other person making the application to register such birth, to 
pay a fee of two shillings and sixpence, and make a solemn declaration of 
the facts before a Justice of the Peace, prior to registration. 

If possible, in ail cases the father or mother ought to sign as informant 
If unable to write, let a mark be made. 

No birth can be registered after three years have elapsed from fchodftte 
thereof.

JUNE 

Corresponds to December in Great Britain. 

Garden.— As heavy rain-falls at this season are not infre- 
quent, often considerably retarding cultural operations, where 
not already done, an efficient system of drainage should at 
once be decided upon and vigorously proceeded with, where 
the ground is in a tit state for doing so. Proceed with digging 
and trenching all vacant ground. A free use of the hoe among 
growing crops at this season is highly beneficial to the plants. 
Continue to sow, for succession crops, peas, beans, and other 
vegetables. Grape vines may now be pruned ; if the vines are 
young cut down to one or two eyes. Early peaches, mul- 
berries, rigs, &c, may also be pruned. The finest bunches of 
bananas should have a thin sack drawn over them to protect 
from frost. Pineapples should also be screened with some 
light material from frost and the blighting influence of our 
westerly winds. In the flower garden auy tender plants 
liable to injury from frost should be carefully protected. Pro- 
pagate petunias, geraniums, &c., by cuttings ; and herbaceous 
plants by division of the roots. 

Field.— All kinds of grasses for pasture may still be sown. 
Land intended for potatoes should now be prepared, and in 
warm situations planting may be commenced. Sweet po- 
tatoes, yams, arrowroot, and ginger will now be ripe, and 
should be dug up with care. 



ORANGE MARMALADE. —Choose the largest Seville oranges, as they 
usually contain the greatest quantity of juice, and choose them with clear 
skins, as the skins form the largest part of the marmalade. Weigh the 
oranges, and weigh also an equal quantity of loaf sugar, Skin the oranges, 
dividing the skins into quarters, and put them into a preserving-pan ; 
cover them well with water, set them on the fire to boil ; in the meantime 
prepare your oranges ; divide them into gores, then scrape with a teaspoon 
all the pulp from the white skin ; or, instead of skinning the oranges, cut 
a hole in the orange and scoop out the pulp ; remove carefully all the pips, 
of which there are innumerable small ones in the Seville orange, which 
will escape obsenation unless they are very minutely examined. Have a 
large basin near you with somo cold water in it, to throw the pips and 
skins into— a pint is sufficient for a 'lozen oranges. A great deal of 
glutinous matter adheres to them, which, when strained through a sieve, 
should be boiled witli the other parts. When the skins have boiled till 
they are sufficiently tender to admit of a fork being stuck into them, strain 
them ; some of which may be boiled with the other parts ; scrape clean all 
the pith, or, inside, from them, lay them in folds, and cut them into thin 
slices of about an inch long. Clarify your sugar : then throw your skins 
and pulp into it, stir it well, and let it boil about half an hour. ■ If the 
sugar is broken into small pieces, and boiled with the fruit, it will answer 
the purpose of clarifying, but it must be well skimmed when it boils. 

MOSQUITO BITES.— Take common carbonate of soda, with water 
make into a paste, and spread over the bitten spot ; when dry all irritation 
will have gone, and any swelling usually subsided.

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JULY 

corresponds with January iu Great Britain. 

G arden. — It' the weather he favorable sow early carrots, 
cabbages, savoys, and couve fcronchuda (or seakale cabbage) — 
tliis is a vegetable of considerable value, deserving a place in 
every garden ; the main rib of the leaves makes an excellent 
substitute for seakale. Plant out lettuces, cabbages, and 
cauliflowers. Onions should be thinned and transplanted, 
Sow peas, and Windsor beans. Plant globe and Jerusalem 
artichokes as required. Keep the hoe going, as weeds are 
generally more numerous than agreeable this month. The 
pruning of deciduous fruit trees, as peach, apple, mulberry, 
and tig, should be proceeded with. Orange and grape vine 
pruning should now be finished. Fruit tree planting should 
be completed this month if possible. Grafting of all the 
orange tribe may be proceeded with. This month is generally 
regarded as the best for making new plantations of grape 
vines. Flower beds and borders should receive a general 
dressing of short manure. Hoses may still he pruned and 
planted. Annuals and biennials of various kinds may be 
sown when the ground is in a favorable state. 

Field. — Continue to prepare ground for tobacco, maize, 
potatoes, cotton, arrowroot, &c. ; remembering that ploughing 
should be avoided during wet weather, as it is very injurious 
in many ways to interfere with the soil when wet. See that 
all water courses are kept clear. 



COFFEE A DISINFECTANT.— Numerous experiments with roasted 
coffee prove that it is the most powerful means, not only of rendering 
animal and vegetable effluvia innocuous, but of actually destroying them. 
A room in which meat in an advanced degree of decomposition had beep 
kept for some time, was instantly deprived of all smell on an open cof feu- 
roaster being carried through it, containing a pound of coliee newly 
roasted. In another room, exposed to the effluvium occasioned by the 
clearing out of the dung-pit, so that sulphuretted hydrogen and ammonia 
in great quantities could bo chemically detected, the stench was com- 
pletely removed in half a minute, on the employment of throe ounces of 
fresh roasted coffee, whilst the other parts of the house were permanently 
cleared of the same smell by being simply traversed with the coffee-roaster 
although the cleansing of the dung-pit continued for several hours after, 
The best mode of using coffee as a disinfectant is to dry the raw bean, 
pound it in a mortar, and then roast the powder on a moderately heated 
iron plate, until it assumes a dark brown tint, when it is fit for use. Then 
.sprinkle it in sinks or cess-pools, or lay it on a plate in the room which you 
wish to have purified. Coffee acid or coffee oil acts more readily in 
minute quantities. 

TRUE INDIAN CURRY POWDER. — Turmeric four ounces, coriander 
seeds eleven ounces, cayenne half an ounce, black pepper five ounces, 
pimento two ounces, cloves half an ounce, cinnamon three ounces, ginger 
two ounces, cumin seeds three onnces, shallots one ounce. All these in- 
gredient* should be of a line quality, and recently ground or powdered.

GARDENING CALENDAR. 1 9 

AUGUST 

Corresponds to February in Great Britain. 

GARDEN. — Sowing and planting ought now to be the order 
of the day, No time should be wasted in getting every spare 
bit of ground under crop. Nearly every variety of vegetable 
may now bo sown or planted — care should be taken to regu- 
late the quantity and sorts according to your requirements. 
Attend to growing crops by earthing up, and keeping the soil 
loose and free from weeds. Destroy aphis infesting cabbages, 
cauliflowers, &c, by syringing the plants with a decoction of 
tobacco-water. Cucumbers, melons, and marrows may be 
sown in sheltered situations. Any fruit-tree planting yet to 
be done should be vigorously proceeded with. Orange graft- 
ing should bo brought to a close, as should also pruning. 
Roses may still be planted, and annuals sown. Keep the 
border free from weeds and tbc surface stirred. 

FlELD. — Finish potato planting. Sow sorghum ; this is an 
excellent green fodder, and in rich moist soil will yield five or 
six cuttings in a season. Maize may also be planted, and 
arrowroot. Sow tobacco for transplanting, on finely pulverised 
beds, three feet wide. 



CHEAP AND GOOD VINEGAR. — To eight gallons of clear rain water, 
add three quarts of molasses ; turn the mixture into a clean tight cask, 
shake it well two or three times, and add three spoonsful of good yeast, or 
two yeast cakes, place the cask in a warm place, and in ten or fifteen days 
add a sheet of common wrapping-paper, smeared with molasses, and torn 
y into narrow strips, and you will have good vinegar. The paper is neces- 

sary to form the "mother." or life of the vinegar. 

TO FATTEN POULTRY. — Poultry should be fattened in coops, and 
kept very clean. They should be furnished with gravel, but witli no water, 
Their only food, barley-meal, mixed so thin with water, as to 
servo them for drink. Their thirst makes them eat more than they 
would, in order to extract the water that is among the food. This should 
not be put in troughs, but laid upon a board, which should be clean 
washed every time fresh food is put upon it. It is foul and heated water 
which is the sole cause of the pip. 

YEAST.- The following yeast has undergone the test of thirty-six years : 
For a stone of flour (but a greater quantity does not require so much in 
proportion)— into two quarts of water put a nip (a quarter of an ounce) of 
hops, two potatoes sliced, a tablespoonful of malt or sugar (this may be 
omitted, but the yeast is better with it! ; boil for twenty minutes, strain 
through a sieve, let the liquor stand until new-milk warm, then add the 
quickening ; let it stand in a large jar or jag till sulliciently risen ; first 
|r put into an earthen bottle containing a pint or two quarts, according to the 

size of the baking, part of the yeast for a future quickening ; let it stand 
uncorked an hour or two, and put into a cool place till wanted for fresh 
making. For a first quickening a little brewery yeast will do. Any plain 
cook or house-wife will readily make the yeast and use it. Put the remainder 
of it to half or more of the flour and two quarts of warm water : stir well, let it 
stand to rise, knead up with the rest of the flour, put it into or upon tins, 
let it stand to rise, bake, and you will have good bread.

SEPTEMBER 

Correspoiids to March in Great Britain. 

Garden. — Sow rosella, okra, egg-plant (or Aubergine), 
tomatoes, capsicums, rock and water melons, cucumbers, 
marrows, pumpkins. Transplant cabbages, leeks, &c, in 
favorable weather. Ginger may now be planted in rich 
ground. Plant in drills, two feet apart, and one foot from set 
to set in the rows. A mulching of short grass or manure will 
be beneficial to this crop. Lima and Madagascar beans may- 
be planted ; these being very strong growing climbers, should 
be planted in rows four feet apart, and two feet in the row, 
and provided with strong poles. Grape vines will now be 
starting into growth, and should have careful attention in the 
way of removing superfluous shoots, stopping, tying, &c. 
Loquats and mulberries will now be ripening, and should be 
looked after. The present is a good time bo make new plan- 
tations of bananas and pineapples. Plant dahlias in soil that 
has been enriched by a plentiful supply of strong manure. 
Choice flowers should bo sheltered from strong winds. This 
is frequently a very dry month, and, consequently, a favorable 
time for the destruction of weeds, which should be taken 
advantage of by keeping the hoe going. 

Field. — Plant arrowroot, purple, in rows, four feet apart, 
and two feet between the plants ; white arrowroot, not grow- 
ing so strong, may be put in about half the above distances. 
Cuttings of sweet potatoes may bo planted after rain. Sow 
sorghum, maize, tobacco, and cotton. Plant sugar-cane, 
pumpkins, Sco, 



FRUIT STAINS IN LINEN. -To remove them, rub the part on each 
side with yellow soap, then tie up a piece of pearlash in the cloth, &c, 
and soak well in hot water, or boil ; afterwards expose the stained part to 
the sun and air until removed. 

SUGAR ICEING FOR WEDDING CAKES. — Beat two pounds of 
double-refined sugar with two ounces of line starch; sift the whole through 
a ga'ize sieve, then beat the whites of live eggs with a knife upon a pewter 
dish for half an hour ; beat in your sugar a little at a time, or it will make 
the eggs fall, and injure the color : when all the sugar is put in, boat it 
half an hour longer, and then lay on your iceing, spreading it even with a 
knife. If put on as soon as the cake comes out of the oven it will harden 
by the time the cake is cold. 

TO EXTERMINATE THE WHITE ANT.— Find out, if possible, the 
nest or hill, which can in most cases bo easily done by tracing their 
" covered " way ; make a hole in the nest, and crush a large number witli 
the side of a knife, mixing about half a teaspoonful of arsenic with the 
bruised bodies of the dead. In a very short time the living will begin to 
feed on the dead, ami each batch will supply poisonous food for their sur- 
viving comrades, till the whole colony is utterly exterminated. In one 
week there will not remain a white ant in the house or building in which 
they had established themselves.

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GARDENING CALENDAR. 2o 

OCTOBER 

Corresponds to April in Groat Britain. 

GARDEN. — -Vegetables will now bo making rapid progress, 
and will require daily attention in the way of earthing up, 
thinning out, and loosening the soil among the crops, The 
insect enemies of the cultivator will now be manifesting their 
destructive powers. The grub and lady-bird may be com- 
mitting ravages among the potatoes, maize, cucumber, marrow, 
melon, and other crops. There is no known remedy for these 
pests but hand-killing, and this should be done. Continue to 
sow and plant such crops as may be required to keep up a 
succession of vegetables and saladiug. Attend to grape vines, 
in tying in, dispose of the foliage so as to shade the fruit. 
Pineapples and bananas may still be planted. This is a 
favorable season for planting jack-fruit, mango, and other 
tropical fruits, and also for forming coffee plantations. In 
the flower garden may be sown balsams, cockscombs, and all 
tender annuals. Look for, and when found destroy, the leaf- 
rolling caterpillar infesting roses at this season. Plant out 
and stake dahlias, tie up climbers and other plants re- 
quiring it. 

Field. — Plaut sugar cane. The best cuttings, or those 
giving the greatest number of buds in the shortest length, are 
taken from the top and bottom of the cane. Plant in holes 
from fifteen to eighteen inches square, in rows from live to six 
feet apart, and about four feet from hole to hole in the rows. 
Two cuttings, with about three joints each, should be placed 
horizontally in each hole, care being taken that the cuttings 
are so placed that none of the eyes or buds are left underneath. 
Continue planting cotton, arrowroot, sweet potatoes, yams, &c. 
Transplant tobacco — placing the plants from three to four 
feet apart each way. Hay will now be nearly ready to cut. 



TICKS IN DOCS. — A sure cure for ticks in dogs, simple and efiloaoloua, 
even if the dog be nearly dead. Hold the tick to the one side and apply 
ammonia with a feather ; then remove the tick, and get a little ammonia 
into the wound ; pour down the dog's throat a few drops in water. Never 
fails.

Garden. — The weather in this month is generally very 
warm ; and if also dry, artificial watering must be attended 
to nightly. Attend to growing crops, as directed last month. 
The planting of pine apples and bananas should be finished 
this month, that the plants may derive the full benefit of 
the coming summer. Attend to grape vines ; remove suckers 
and all barren shoots that will not bo wanted for next year. 
It is a common error to leave too much young wood on vines, 
which only serves to crowd the fruit, and prevent its thoroughly 
ripening. Remove all runners from strawberries, except those 
required for furnishing plants for new plantations. Keep 
flower-beds and borders clean and neat. Roses may now be 
budded, wherever the stocks may bo in proper order, and it is 
desired to have more plants of certain sorts. 

Field. — Plantations of sugar, cotton, arrowroot, &c, must 
now have prompt attention , and all weeds destroyed when 
young, using the horse-hoe for this purpose wherever practic- 
able. Tobacco showing flower should be stopped, leaving 
eight or ten leaves on each plant ; look over frequently, and 
keep all laterals rubbed off. 



PREVENTION OP FIRES.— The following simple suggestions are 
worthy of observation :— Add one ounce of alum to the last water used to 
rinse children's dresses, and they will be rendered uninflammable, or so 
slightly combustible that they would take fire very slowly, if at all, and 
would not flame. This is a simple precaution, which may bo adopted in 
families of children. Bed curtains and linen in general, may also be 
treated in the same way. 

TOMATO SAUCE. — Twelve tomatos, ripe and red ; take off the stalk ; 
cut in halves; squeeze enough to get all the water and seeds out ; put in a 
stewpan with a capsicum, and two or three tablespoonsful of beef gravy ; 
set on a slow stove till properly melted ; nib them through a tamis into a 
clean stew-pan, add a little white pepper and salt, and let them simmer a few 
minutes.— The French cook adds an onion or eschalot, a clove or two, or a 
a little tarragon vinegar. 

CHLOROFORMING BEES. —The quantity of chloroform required for an 
ordinary hivo is tho sixth part of an ounce ; a very large hive may take 
nearly a quarter of an ounce. Sat down a table opposite to, and about 
four feet distant from the hive j on the table spread a thick linen cloth, in 
the centre of the table place a small shallow breakfast plate, which cover 
with a piece of wire gauze, to prevent the bees from coming in immediate 
contact with the chloroform. Now quickly and cautiously lift tho hive 
from the board on which it is standing, set it down on the top of the tablo. 
keej ing tho plate in the centre j cover tho hive closely up with cloths, and 
in twenty minutes or so the bees are not only sound asleep, but not one is 
left among tho combs ; the whole of them are lying helpless on the .table. 
You now remove what honey you think (it, replace the hivo in its old 
stand, and the bees, as they recover, will return to their domicile. A bright, 
calm, sunny day is the best ; and you should commence vour operations 
early in the morning, before many of them are abroad.

Garden.— To keep up a full and varied supply of vege- 
tables during the summer will test the gardener's ingenuity. 
French, Lima, and Madagascar beans, marrows, and squashes, 
are among the most sure. Foresight should be used in 
adapting the sowings to the probable demand. Surface stir- 
ring between the crops is, at this season, of the greatest im- 
portance — it not only destroys weeds, bit also checks 
evaporation and pulverises the ground. See that celery, 
lettuce, cucumbers, melons, &c, have regular and copious 
watering, during dry weather. Most kinds of stone fruit-trees, 
as peaches, &c., may now be budded. Grapes will be ripening 
towards the end of this month, and should be looked after. 
If any bulbs, dahlias, &c., still remain implanted, let them be 
put into the ground with as little delay as may be. Continue 
the budding of roses, and propagate carnations and pinks from 
pipings or layers. 

Field. — Spring-planted potatoes should now be ripe, and 
ought to be taken up at once. Look frequently over tobacco, 
and top any not previously done. Rub off all side shoots as 
they appear. Plant maize for winter crop. Keep sugar, 
cotton, and all growing crops free from weeds. 

VERMIN IN FOWLS. — Make all the perches in the fowl-house of 
gveen wattle, leaving the bavk on. There is some peculiar property in the 
bark which destroys insects, and keeps the poultry perfectly free from 
vermin. 

COMPARATIVE FERTILITY OF MANURED AND UNMANURED 
LAND.— Mr. Lawes, the celebrated chemist and manufacturer of artificial 
manures, has published a report of his experiments in wheat-growing upon 
manured and unmanured plots. These experiments have now been con- 
ducted over a period of 30 years. One Held has now grown wheat without 
any manure for 30 years, and the result seems to justify the conclusion of 
the experimenter — namely, that there is a natural standard of fertility 
which is not exceeded either way. The returns from this plot are com- 
pared each year with the yields from four plots, one manured with farm- 
yard dung, the others with what are termed chemical manures. It is 
observed that some variation is observable, and is clearly due to season. 
A table is given, showing the produce of wheat in 1873 from the 
Bame selected and differently manured plots as usual, in the Held at 
Rothamstead, which has now grown the crop for 30 years in succession. 
It also gives for comparison, the produce of each of the preceding 10 years, 
the average for 11 years, 1868-78, and the average for 22 years, 1862-78, 
Thus we perceive the yield of the unmanured plot in 1S73 was 11 ; | bushels 
per acre ; of the plot manured with dung, 20i} ; of the plots artificially 
manured, respectively 22, 27.}, 3.1?. The average yield from the unman- 
ured plot from 1803 to 1873 was 181 bushels per acre ; of the dung-manured 
30 ; of the artificially manured, from 34 to 41| bushels. The average 
yield during the 22 years 1852-73 was 14} bushels on the unmanured plot, 
35} on the dung-manured plot, and from 34J to 37 bushels on the others. 
The average weight per bushel of the unmanured wheat is much lower 
than of the manured.

WEEDS.— In calculating the loss sustained by weeds a statistician says : 
—It has been found by experiment that the umveeded acre yields 18 
bushels, and the weeded 22} bushels— some difference in these ratios being 
observed according to the crop grown. Other instances are given from which 
the proportionate loss is greater. The Agricultural Gazette in commenting on 
the movement says :—" Let every child be taught to urge a single acre 
only on the attention of tlio small farmer from undor whose roof ho comes 
to school, and some conviction must at length be forced upon even lazy 
and unw tiling minds. Thero can be no doubt that the increased produce 
would easily pay the school bill for all Ireland ; and there is many a 
farmer on our side of the Channel, too, who might educate his children 
out cf the profit accruing from a more diligent use of hoes and fallow 
implements.

1874.

January 18th, rain, S.E. wind, most probably a thunder 
storm. 29th, heavy rain, but not of very long continuance. 

February 11th, rain and great heat. 27th, heavy rain, 
most probably a fresh in the river. 

March 18th, stormy, with strong gusts of wind. 25th to 
29th, probably very wet and stormy weather, fresh in river. 

April llth to 14th, stormy. 24th, rough, wet weather. 
27th, much rain. 

May llth and 12th, stormy. 20th, atmosphere much dis- 
turbed. 25th, 20th, and 27th, more or less rain. 

June llth, some rain. 14th, strong wind. 24th and 25th, 
stormy. 2Gth, fine weather. 

July 4th to 9th, fine, and most likely frosty. 10th, more or 
less rain. 12th, windy. 23rd and 24th, rain and wind. 

August 1st to 8th, fine. 9th, disturbed atmosphere, pro- 
bably some rain. 23rd, rain. 25th to 31st, fine. 

September 7th, rough, most probably thunder storms. 
22nd, rain and strong S.E. wind. 

October 5th and (Jth, broken weather, thunder. 21st, heavy- 
rain. 

November 2nd, stormy. 5th, rain. 20th, thuuder storm. 
December 3rd and 4th, more or less rain. 12th, thunder 
storm. 20th, rain. 

The foregoing weather predictions will most probably come 
true, as they are based upon deductions drawn from nearly 
fourteen years daily record of the state of the weather in 
Maryborough. There is no attempt to prophesy the future 
further than by drawing conclusions from the past, therefore 
if the year 1874 turns out otherwise than is set forth, it will 
differ materially from its fourteen predecessors. 

In tho United States the use of ice for keeping apples and pears is 
becoming common ; ice, however, is more easily obtainable than in this 
country. The New York Tribune, which lias previously cited examples, 
reports : -" Christopher Shearer, owner of a line estate in Pennsylvania, 
has 1,500 apple and pear trees, a portion of the crcp from which lie 
preserves in a refrigerator, 55ft. square, and holding, when 1111c I, about 
110 cart-loads of ice and 4.000 bushels of fruit. Last fall he stored in it 
1,800 bushels of apples mostly Baldwin's Greening's; and Pounds, and 400 
bushels of Bartlett, and 50 bushels of Lawronco pears. This stock kept 
well till late this spring, when it was sold for good prices."

By far the most important of all the phenomena which as- 
tronomers are now expecting, is the trausit of Venus, which 
will take place on December 9. Even the eclipses of the last 
few years, though they have attracted so much attention, and 
have been observed so carefully, have, in reality, been regarded 
as altogether less important than the next transit of Venus. 
Total eclipses are almost every year phenomena, but transits 
of Venus are of extremely rare occurrence. The last took 
place in 1769, and, after the transit of 1882, none will occur 
till 2004. Apart from this circumstance a transit of Venus is 
of extreme importance in the science of astronomy. It 
admittedly affords the most satisfactory means of determining 
the distance of the sun — in other words, the dimensions of the 
solar system itself. And, such determination of the scale on 
which our system is constructed, affords the only means we 
possess of measuring the vast spaces which separate us from 
the fixed stars. So that the observations to be made in 
December, 1874, and renewed (but under somewhat different 
conditions) in December, 1882, bear directly on the funda- 
mental problem of astronomy, so far as astronomy relates to 
the determination of the distances and the magnitudes of the 
celestial bodies. 

To James Gregory, a Scotch mathematician, is due the 
original suggestion of using the inferior planets for getting 
the parallax of the sun ; although Hallcy has the credit of 
having first recommended to the notice of future astronomers 
an affecting exhortation not to suffer so precious an occasion 
as the transit of Venus in 1031, to pass unprofitably ; but to. 
deduce from this observation one of the most important ele- 
ments of our system. Halley, at this time, was aware of the 
rarity of the transit of Venus, as the plane which Venus 
describes does not coincide with the plane of the earth's orbit, 
owing to which circumstance, two transits usually, but not 
always, occur in an interval of eight years ; after which, they 
do not again occur for more than a century, and always in 
June and December. If, however, a transit does not happen 
at the same node after an interval of eight years, it cannot 
take place again at that node for 233 years, which will be in 
the year 2117. 

Venus, seen from the earth, accomplishes an entire oscilla- 
tion round the sun in 584 days, and then returns to inferior 
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conjunction again. But, during this time, the earth has 
made one entire revolution round the sun, besides having 
described an arc of about 216 degrees five times, which makes 
1080 degrees, or three circumferences of 360 degrees. There- 
fore, at the end of five conjunctions, or five times 584 days, 
which is equivalent to 2920 days, or eight years, the 
conjunctions are reproduced, almost on the same day, and in 
the same part of the heavens. The latitude of Venus and the 
eun, however, are not rigorously identical at the end of eight 
years, but present a difference of 20' to 24', therefore, making 
a difference of 16 years of from 40' to 48', a quantity which 
surpasses the semi-diameter of the sun. These intervals, 
therefore, do not return again for more than a century, when 
they succeed each other as before. 

In the year 1(127, Kepler completed the Rudolphine tables, 
which enabled him better to calculate the motions of the 
planets. In 1639 the planet Venus passed over the sun's disc, 
and, on this occasion, the transit took place unknown to any 
notable astronomer. It was only seen by two young amateurs, 
Jeremiah Ilorrocks, of Toxteth Park, near Liverpool, and 
William Crabtree, of Broughton, near Manchester. In taking 
the mean between the Rudolphine tables, and those of 
Lansbury, Horrocks arrived at the position and time of both 
ingress and egress of the planets transit over the sun's disc at 
3,15 p.m., in observing which, it seemed to him at the moment 
as if Divine Providence had encouraged his aspirations in this 
most gratifying spectacle, the object of so many earnest wishes. 
This was the first recorded time the planet Venus was seen 
crossing the sun's disc. 

At this time Horrocks was but 20 years old, and he died 
three years afterwards. His companion, Crabtree, lived but a 
short time after him, when the world lost two young men of 
extraordinary promise, who have left an interesting account 
of this transit, entitled " Venus in sole visa." 

The earth passes her ascending node in the beginning of 
December, and her descending node in the beginning of 
June. If to the date of the first transit seen by Horrocks and 
Crabtree, December 4, 1639, we add 235 years, it will give the 
time of the forthcoming transit in December, 1874. at the 
same node. From her inferior to her superior conjunction 
Venus appears on the west side of the sun, when she is a 
morning star. From her superior to her inferior conjunction, 
she appears on the east side of the sun, and is then an evening 
star ; alternating morning and evening star for a period of 
292 days each time. Vcuus never departs quite 48° from the 
eun ; she is never seen at midnight, nor in opposition, being- 
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visible about three hours before sunrise, and about the same 
time after sunset The forthcoming transit will be recorded 
by photography^ for which purpose preparations are being 
made in England, America, France, Russia, Prussia, Portugal, 
' Australia, and many other places. By this means the epoch of 
each photographic record may be determined with accuracy, 
the time of the exposure being from 1-50 to 1-100 of a second. 
The angle of position of successive situations of the planet in 
the sun's disc, as shown in the series of photographs, and the 
distances of the centres of the planet and the sun, are data 
that determine the chord along which the transit has been 
observed to within 0.1", and an error of 1" in the measurement 
will give an error of only 0.185" in deduced solar parallax. 
From previous observations, the parallax of the sun is included 
within the limits 8.5" and 8.7" ; the mean 8.6" has becu 
adopted by Delambre and Laland, but it is not considered 
sufficiently correct. When the true distance of the sun has 
been determined, and all the planets in the system adjusted 
thereto, we may look forward with hope to the time when the 
conservation of forces which unite the planetary to solar 
influences may be brought to our knowledge, and give a prin- 
ciple of abstraction which will enable observers to obtain a 
correct investigation of those physical laws which control the 
earth and its atmosphere. 

Sir J. Hcrschcll writes : — "The superficial reader (one of a 
class too numerous) may think it strange and discreditable to 
science to have erred by nearly four millions miles in estimat- 
ing the sun's distance. But such may be reminded that the 
error of 0..52" (thirty-two hundredths of a second) in the sun's 
parallax, on which the correction turns, corresponds to the 
apparent breadth of a human hair at 125 feet, or of a shilling 
eight miles off." 

I quote here the appeals made by Halley (when Astronomer 
Royal) 45 years before the transit of 1761, the earlier of the 
pair of transits then looked forward to : — " I could wish, 
indeed, that observations of the transit should be undertaken 
by many persons in different places ; first, because of the 
greater confidence which could be placed in well -according 
observations ; and secondly, lest a single observer should, by 
t he intervent ion of clouds, be deprived of that spectacle which, 
so far as I know, will not be visible again to the men of this 
and the next century, and on which depends the certain and 
sufficient solution of the most noble and otherwise intractable 
problem. 1, therefore, again and again urge upon those 
inquiring observers of the celestial bodies, who, when I have 
departed this life, will he reserved to observe these things, that, 
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mindful of my counsel, they should devote themselves 
strenuously, and with .all their energies to conduct the obser- 
vation. I desire and pray that they may be favored in every 
way, and, especially, that they may not be deprived of that 
most desirable spectacle by the inopportune darkness of a 
clouded sky ; and that, finally, the magnitudes of the celestial 
bodies, forced into narrower limits (of exactness) may, as it 
were, make submission to the glory and eternal fame of those 
observers." 

These hopes were not fulfilled so far as the transit of 1761 
was concerned ; but the transit of 1769 was observed, with 
great care, at no less than seventy -f our stations, fifty of which, 
however, were in Europe. It is a matter of prime importance 
that the stations occupied by observers should be as far as 
possible apart from each other, as it is by the observations 
being made at the same instant, on opposite ends of the earth's 
diameter, that the horizontal parallax of the sun is determined, 
and his true distance obtained. It is important, also, that a 
great many observations should be made by independent 
observers, so that, by a comparison of results afterwards, the 
possible errors of observation may be reduced to a minimum. 
Before the transit of 1769, much interest was excited, and 
several European Governments fitted out expeditions to those 
parts of the world where the phenomenon was likely to be 
seen to the best advantage. England then took a deep 
interest in the matter, fitting out an expedition to Otaheite, in 
the Pacific Ocean, the command of which was assigned to 
Captain Cook. Observations were taken, also, in Lapland and 
California, at Pekin, Manilla, Batavia. Irkutsk, Otaheite, and 
every part of Europe. It is gratifying to learn that the interest 
already awakened in the forthcoming transit gives promise of 
being ultimately greater than in that of the last century. 

The different Governments and learned societies of Europe 
and America are corresponding together : the methods of 
observation are being fixed upon, stations selected, telegraphic 
communication between them arranged, and instruments of 
the highest possible perfection constructed. It is now well 
known that the observations of the former transits were not 
made with such delicacy and accuracy as to enable our 
mathematicians to determine with the precision the present 
state of science demands, the great problem upon which so much 
in astronomy depends ; and it is generally believed that the ap- 
proaching transit will considerably alter the interval between 
the earth and the great central ruler of the solar system. 

Since 1769 our instruments of observation have been greatly 
improved ; new methods of registering the exact instants of

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external and internal contact, almost entirely free from the 
variations and errors arising from the state of the stomach or 
the condition of the eye of the observer, have been discovered ; 
and it is now scarcely possible to conceive of arrangements 
more perfect than those by which the eye, the ear, and the 
pencil of the sun, are all made mutually to correct each other. 
Besides which, two new methods of determining the problem 
can now be employed, viz., the spectroscopic and photographic 
methods, both of which are of very great value, especially the 
latter, since by it the sun is made to register the progress of 
the planet across his face, with unerring accuracy. 

The five proposed special stations to be occupied by England 
are as follows : — The first British position is Alexandria. The 
French station themselves at Suez. And the Russian Academy, 
supported by the usual munificence of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, when any worthy scientific object is to be attained, besides 
providing for upwards of twenty stations between Kamschatka 
and the Euxine, will push observing parties in the same direc- 
tion, and occupy stations at Tiflis, and near the foot of Ararat. 

The second British station is in the island of Rodriguez. 

The French proceed to St. Denis dc la Reunion ; while the 
Germans have fixed upon Mauritius. And Lord Lindsay, 
with a scientific spirit which cannot fail to secure to his 
lordship lasting honor, is preparing an admirably equipped 
expedition for the same destination. 

The third British station is Kergueleu's Island. The Ger- 
mans proceed there, possibly, also ; making an attempt to 
effect a suitable landing in Maedonald Island. 

The fourth special station proposed by Sir George Airey is 
Christchurch, New Zealand. The French Institute places a 
party on their nearest possession, New Caledonia. 

Our fifth position is at Woahoo, in the Sandwich Islands. 
The French proceed to Honolulu ; and the Americans, who 
confine their attention to stations in the Pacific, will be in 
the same region. 

Mr. H. C. Russell, the Government Astronomer of N. S. 
Wales, in his interesting pamphlet, which is full of informa- 
tion, on the " Local particulars of the transit of Venus in 
1874," says, " The transit will occur on the 9th December, 
1874, and the first contact will take place at 11-52 a.m., 
Sydney mean time. The sun will then be in the zenith of the 
place whose longitude is 151° 36' E., and 22° 57' 8. latitude, or 
near Rockhampton, in Queensland. If we could at that time 
be on Rockhampton, and turning to the north, look up at the 
sun, we should not see Venus on the sun's limb, for the planet 
would then be a little to the right or north-east of our line of 
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sight — to us, of course, invisible, owing to the superior 
brilliance of the sun. But, if we could, at that same moment 
move to the north-east, and take our station at the point of 
first contact, we should see Venus just beginning to encroach 
on the sun's limb. Our point of observation at that time 
would be in the mail steamer route from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, and about one-third of the distance from the former 
city. If from this point as centre, a series of circles are 
described, increasing the radius each time, they would 
indicate, at least so far as they were on that part of the earth 
from which the sun was visible, a section of Venus's shadow 
cone on all that part of the earth from which Venus in transit 
would be visible ; and the time which this shadow cone will 
take to include the whole earth is twenty-one minutes, or from 
the time that Venus is first visible on the earth's surface, until 
it will be visible all over the earth, will be twenty-one minutes ; 
the last point on the earth to see the first contact from will be 
a place near Prince Edward's Island. 

Unfortunately both first and last contact points are on the 
ocean, and have no convenient places near them for observa- 
tion. At the time of ingress, or first contact, the transit will 
be visible from the whole hemisphere of the earth, of which 
Rockhampton is the centre ; and, excepting Australia, and on 
the north-west, where it includes India, China, and part of 
Russia, it is nearly all water, hence the ditticulty of finding 
stations to fulfil the required conditions. 

But at the end of the transit, the earth will have moved in 
its diurnal rotation, so that to all the stations in the east and 
north-east, which were well situated to observe the ingress, 
the sun will have set, and to all those on the west he will have 
risen higher. Many new places will have come within view 
of the phenomena, and the centre of the hemisphere of the 
earth from which it will be visible, will be no longer Rock- 
hampton, but a point situated 88 degrees 40 minutes east of 
Greenwich, and 23 degrees south latitude, or not far from 
Amsterdam Island. This hemisphere includes more than half 
of Africa, the south-east corner of the Mediterranean, part of 
the Black Sea, nearly the whole of Russia and Japan, and all 
the countries to the south of them. Australia and New 
Zealand are included in its south-east side, and the southern 
continent in the south. At a point not far from South 
Victoria Land, the egress will be first seen, and at a place 
near Oosk, in Russia, it will be last seen. 

At the ingress Australia is not well situated for observation ; 
but at egress New Zealand aud south-east Australia are very 
favorably situated for observation. 
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It thus appears that Europe and the whole of America will 
see nothing of the transit, and it will be for those who are 
favorably situated to make the most of their opportunities for 
observing phenomena so simple, hut of such vast importance 
to science. 

The stations which are now provided for in Australia, are 
Sydney, Eden, and Blue Mountaius. Sydney, because we 
have greater facility for observation than is possible at a 
temporary station ; Eden, because it is near the best point of 
Australia, and within telegraphic reach for determining its 
position ; and the Blue Mountains as a stand-by in case the 
two coast districts are cloudy, and because I find from recent 
experiments, that the additional altitude adds much to the 
probability of good observations. If money is granted there 
will be a fourth station, probably on the dry plains about 
Urana, where there seems to be a singularly clear atmosphere. 

Of the other stations to be occupied in Australia, I, at 
present, only know of Melbourne, Adelaide, and Brisbane. 
But it is probable that Victoria will have two other stations, 
though this is not yet decided. I have no doubt, also, that 
Mr. Tebbutt will observe at Windsor ; so that the best part of 
Australia will have such a number of stations as will give us a 
fair chance of blue sky somewhere. 

Now, if a line supposed to be drawn through Sydney, Mun- 
dooran. and Palmerstou, in northern Australia, all places on 
that line will see the first contact at the same time as Sydney, 
viz. : — 12-4 p.m., December 9th. All points to the east of this 
line will see it earlier, and all points to the west of it will see 
it later. If a line be drawn through Brisbane, parallel to the 
line described, it will indicate all places at which first contact, 
will be one minute earlier than Sydney. A similar line through 
Melbourne will indicate places one minute later than Sydney. 

The point on the sun's disc where Venus will first be seen is 
situated 4!) degrees from the north point of the sun, towards 
the east, or on the lower right hand side as we look at the sun, 
half-way between the lowest (north) point of the sun and the 
east side. If an inverting (astronomical) telescope is used, it 
will be 49 degrees from the upper limb towards the west on 
following side. 

The transit begins earliest at a place in north latitude 39' 
45' and west longitude 148° 23'. The transit begins latest at a 
place in 44° 27' south latitude, and 20° 27' east longitude. The 
transit will end earliest at a place in south latitude (!4° 47' and 
west longitude 114° 37'. Lastly, the transit will end latest at 
a place in North latitude ii2° 5' and east longitude 48° 22'.

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LOCAL SKETCHES. 

MAltYBOBOUGH, 

THIS town, which is the principal one of the Wide Bay and 
Burnett district, lies about twenty-five miles above the mouth 
of the Mary River. The river is navigable for vessels of 11 
feet draught as far as Yengarie (thirty-five miles), but the 
head of navigation for vessels of 7 feet draught may 
be stated at fifty-five miles. Improvements are now 
in progress which will have the effect of greatly 
improving and extendiug the navigation of the upper course, 
both above and below Tiai'o. The scenery up the river is 
singularly picturesque by reason of the wild profusion of 
foliage on its banks, and its long roaches and many curves in 
its course. The laud is of a rich alluvial description, and has 
been proved to be capable of producing any of those specimens 
of vegetable life peculiar to tropical Queensland. According 
to the last statistical register its population consisted of GOOD 
inhabitants, but the immense mineral discoveries in the dis- 
trict have caused a large accession to our numbers. The 
climate is healthy, and the rate of mortality low. Mary- 
borough is tolerably well found in the matter of public and 
private buildings. Independently of Government buildings — 
such as Custom-house, Court-house, Post-cum-Telegraph 
Office, and so on — a large and handsome block of buildings, 
intended for the Lands and Works departments, is in process 
of erection by the Government. 

There are eight or nine distinct religious denominations, of 
whom five have special places of worship, the handsomest 
specimen of church architecture being the Catholic; Church. 

The town possesses a well appointed and supported School 
of Arts, containing an extensive and varied library, and a 
healthily situated and convenient hospital surrounded with 
pretty plantations, and furnished with all necessary appliances 
for the relief of a much larger number of patients than are 
usually to be found there. 

There are two public schools, the Primary and the Catholic 
non-vested School, the returns from which show a very huge 
attendance, and testify to the value of the free system of 
education prevailing in Queensland, and to the public appre- 
ciation of the worth of our local teachers. 

The Freemasons, Oddfellows, Baud of Hope, Good 
Templars, Sons of Temperance, and other societies, are well 
represented, and keep up the working of their respective 
orders with much spirit. 
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Seven miles below the town, at Dundathu, Messrs. 
Pettigrew and Sim have a very extensive saw-mill, 
which trades with the ports lying north and south 
of us ; within a mile of the town Messrs. Wilson and 
Bartholomew have a similar establishment, which carries on a 
large trade with Sydney ; and Messrs. Pettigrew and Sim 
have another establishment in Maryborough, known as the 
Union Saw Mills. The melancholy death of Mr. W. Sim, 
through the fall of a log from a railway truck, at Tin Can 
Bay, on the 18th of November last, has 'caused a temporary 
.suspension of business at the Dundathu and Union Saw Mills. 
At date of publication of this almanac, however, operations at 
both had been resumed with vigor. The discovery of 
extensive copper-fields in the Wide Bay and Burnett district 
caused during the year 1872 an enormous influx of capital 
and population to the district. Unfortunately, it likewise 
gave rise to much over-speculation, followed by its inevitable 
sequel, an excessive depression of all mining interests, which 
has not yet passed away. The prosperity of the town rests, 
however, on so firm a basis that this trying ordeal has hardly 
at all affected its progress. Brighter days seem now to be 
dawning on our mines, and when the era of speculation shall 
have completely passed away, and that of steady work become 
established, Maryborough will speedily take rank with the 
principal snipping ports of* Australia, for the extent and value 
of her intercolonial and foreign trade. 

THE HISTORY OV MARYBOROUGH. 

In attempting a sketch of the rise and progress of Mary- 
borough, from the dawn of civilized settlement within the 
district, we have to rely, in a great measure, on the personal 
reminiscences of its early pioneers. The first regular explorer 
of the Wide Bay district was probably Mr. H. S. Bussell, late 
of Cecil Plains station, Darling Downs, but now residing in 
England, to whom we are indebted for the following infor- 
mation. Mr. Russell arrived in Moreton Bay in the year 1812, 
in the same steamer that brought Governor Cipps of N. S. 
Wales on a visit made for the purpose of proclaiming the 
Moreton district a free settlement. He had, before this time, 
being in search of further run for stock, decided upon (he 
purchase of a small craft wherein to examine the coast to the 
north of Moreton Bay, for the mouth of a river supposed to be 
navigable, which is said to fall into what is now called Wide 
— but then. While—Bay. A fellow-passenger by the Sham- 
rock, a Mr. Jolliffe, of the Navy, joined in the proposal. The 
Hon. Walter Wrottesley was also one of the party. 

O 
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At this time, the late Mr. Pctrie, then Superintendant of 
Government Works at Brisbane, the discoverer of the 
" Araucaria Bidwellii," or Bunya Bunya pine, had reported on 
that timber, and the value of its seed-cones to the 
blacks as an article of food, and had represented the 
hostility which would be excited against the whites, if 
these trees were touched by timber cutters. In order 
to gain more information about the district, to which it 
was supposed to be confined, on the Morouchidor (river of 
Swans), the Governor gave instructions to Mr Petrie to 
examine that river, known to run into the sea a few miles 
north of Bribic Island, and as much of the country upon its 
banks as he could. Mr. 'Russell joined this expedition on the 
understanding that the party should afterwards proceed 
northward, and assist him to carry out his own purpose. 
They had a wretched boat called the Commandant's Gig, 32 
feet long, pulling 7 oars, and manned by 7 prisoners. 

The attempt to enter the Morouchidor failed : the surf on 
the bar forbade it. Coasting along northwards, they reached 
what they supposed to be Hervey's Bay, landed, and stayed 
there some days, in order to seek out a white man long 
spoken of as having been many years with the blacks. He 
came into camp ; his name was Bracciicld, called by the 
natives " Wandi." He spoke the languages of four different 
tribes. From the southern headland of this Bay, which was 
named " Bracclield's Heads," they took bearings of mountains 
inland to the northward and westward, called by the natives 
Mandan, (which bore further to the south of west), Carura, 
Coollimew, Coura, Yuro-Yuro, Eirangi, and Boppol, which 
were the most remarkable. 

About 30 miles north of this spot, they came to a headland 
from which Boppol bore N.W. It was here that Brown, mate 
of the Stirling Castle, wrecked many years before on Fraser's 
Island (so called after Captain Frazer, who was wrecked and 
murdered here, and hitherto called Great Sandy Island) had 
been murdered ; it was named " Brown's Cape." After this 
murder, Bracciicld, at that time living with the blacks, had 
escaped with and brought close to the new penal settlement at 
Brisbane, the surviving Mrs. Eraser, widow of the mur- 
dered Captain, whom he then left, and returned to the 
aborigines. 

On the 9th of May they passed over a sandspit through the 
southern entrance into Wide Bay. Landed on a beautiful 
beach on the mainland. After being much puzzled by shoals 
and islets, they discovered from the high land of Frazer's 
Island the entrance into the Moixobocoola— now called the 
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Mary River; camped on the night of the 11th on the 
northern point — now the " township" of Bingham. 

Ascended the river till the 14th, when they passed over 
some shallow falls (probably Eaton's falls) ; landed on the 
right bank a short distance above them, and camped for the: 
night ; Boppol some few miles higher up. Here they fell in 
with many blacks, on the way to the Bunya district ; among 
them found another white man, James Davis, of Glasgow, 
called by the natives "Durrumboi." This man afterwards 
settled as a blacksmith in Brisbane. Braceficld was killed by 
a falling tree shortly after his return, at Woogaroo, on 
the river Brisbane. 

In this year, guided by Davis, Mr. Jolliffc occupied country 
near Wide Bay with sheep belonging to Mr. John Ealcs, of 
the Hunter lliver. Mr. Last shortly afterwards took charge 
of the station, from which he subsequently retired after great 
loss in sheep and men. A wild Bullock, unbranded, alone, 
drove them out of the shed on the occasion of their first 
shearing. They shot it from the roof on which they had taken 
refuge. 

In September, 1847, George Furbcr of Ipswich came over- 
land and took possession of one of Ealcs' deserted sheep 
stations called Girkum, a place opposite the old township, 
and near to where Hose Hill is situated. He here opened in 
December a store and the colonial grog shanty. While dig- 
ging a post hole Furber was attacked by a black who clave 
his skull nearly in two with a broad axe. Astonishing to 
relate, the poor fellow rode to Brisbane for medical aid 
suffering intense agony. And to the surprise of all, he re- 
covered. A few years afterwards he met with an untimely 
end by the treacherous natives using a similar instrument. 
His grave and tombstone bear witness to the rapacity of the 
blacks, and the terrible danger surrounding the early settlers. 

The squatters in the locality during this year were the late 
J. D. Mactaggart at Kilkivan, Messrs. Lawless Brothers at 
Booubyjan, Hawkins at Boonara, Richard Jones at Baramba, 
H. C. Corficld at Gigoomgan, 1'errier Brothers at Dcgilbo, 
Humphreys and Herbert at Ban Ban, Dr. Kamsay at Cockatoo. 
These were about the sum total, and had only lately taken up 
the different runs. At this time a small cutter, the " Aurora," 
of 12 tons burden, traded between Brisbane and the south 
bank of the river. In April, 1848, this vessel arrived from 
Brisbane with tripods and a number of men which were 
landed at Furber'fl location, for the purpose of boiling down a 
lot of Barambah sheep afflicted with catarrh. A person 
named Clements was in charge of the party, and J. D. 
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Walker — the Lather oi ! our present respected J. G. Walker — 
was at the head of the coopering department. A boiling- 
down establishment was soon set up, and the sheep — 1500 in 
number — were sent in two Hocks, one of them being in 
charge of Mr. G. A. Watson. These sheep were soon after de- 
pastured at Owanyilla, or as it was then called, Cooper's 
Plains. Our well known and esteemed colonist Mr. E. T. 
Aldridge, having left Brisbane for the Wide Bay, crossed 
from the south bank of the Mary to the north on the 4th 
June, 1848, and settled at Baddow, close to the place now 
known as the old township, being the first white settler on 
this, the north side of the river. His party consisted of 
Enoch Rudder, jun., John Meyers, William Fitzgerald, and a 
blackboy Tommy, from Gigoomgan, on leaving the station 
they passed Mr. K. E. Palmer, who, with his brother, Mr. 
Henry Palmer, were resting their flocks at Merodian. The 
first named gentleman asked permission to join Mr. Ald- 
ridge's party. Upon his return with the blackboy to Gigoom- 
gan both himself and his brother followed down and 
arrived a fortnight afterwards. In passing, we might 
mention that during the wool season of '48, no fewer than 
1 400 bales of wool were shipped from the wharf at the old 
township. As many as six schooners and brigs were at one 
time loading and unloading at this place, which for several 
successive years during the wool seasons presented a lively anil 
bustling scene of activity, while at one time the township 
could boast of a population of 850 persons. A moderate 
Hood occurred in 1847, and Hoods visited the district in 18f>7, 
'(1:5, '64, and '70. At other times nothing more than freshes 
occurred. 

The first Commissioner was Mr. Bidwell ; the first C.P.S. 
Mr. Jamieson ; Chief Constable, Macadams ; Church of 
England Minister, Rev, Edward Tanner, ; Surgeon, 
Dr. O'Neil ; Surveyor, Mr. Labatt. This latter gentleman 
rendered himself obnoxious to all the residents in the place. 
Threatening to make the then township a cornfield in less 
than twelve mouths and that he would drive all the people to 
occupy the land he had selected as a township (the present' 
site) he made use of his influence and position to carry out 
his scheme. For this purpose he made all roads impracticable, 
cut up improvements, reserves, and allotments, to the loss 
and detriment of everyone : and eventually, after years of 
toil and fighting accomplished his purpose of removing the 
inhabitants to where Maryborough now stands, which was 
then composed chiefly of dense scrub. Mr. E. B. Uhr had a, 
boiling-flown establishment erected on the prcacut wharf 
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reserve about this time, and shortly afterwards Mr. J. D. 
Walker had a similar establishment cm the site where the 
present morgue is erected. 

The steamer " William Miskin" in 1854 discharged cargo at 
the old township, and was the first steam vessel to come up 
our noble river. During the year 1852 the first land sale was 
held. Soon the town increased in buildings, and although 
scenes of dissipation and drunken orgies incidental to all new 
places constantly took place, yet, order and knowledge 
increased, and on March (>, I860, appeared the With: Bay and 
Burnett Times, the first newspaper published in these parts, 
by Thomas White, now of Mount Perry. This was siccecded 
by the Maryborough Chronicle and Wide Bay and Burnett 
Advertiser on November 21, 1860. 

We must not omit to mention that the first blacksmith was 
•1. O'Ncil ; butcher, P. Byrnes ; baker, our present J. Mac- 
pherson ; saddler, J. Scanlon ; vegetable seller, G. Furbcr ; 
cattle and dairyman, J. Cleary ; shoemaker, S. Arnold ; the 
first woman was Mrs. Furbcr ; the second, Mrs. Harwood, 

The progress made in buildings and improvements was very 
slow up to 1857 ; the administration of justice took place in 
a wooden humpy that stood near Ululah Creek, a few yards to 
the left of the present bridge. In this year, however, by dint 
of application and remonstrances, the Government in Sydney 
voted the sum of £1000 for the erection of a Court House and 
Lock-up. The present Court House and the adjacent cottage 
were built out of that vote. The Court House has sub- 
sequently been enlarged, and the Lock-up referred to has 
.since been metamorphosed into the Chief Constable's 
quarters. The Court House was the first — and for some time 
the only — brick building in Maryborough. 

In the same year — 1857 — the parsonage was commenced, if 
not quite finished, and absurd as it may now appear was 
regarded as a remarkable architectural achievement, being so 
much in advance of anything then existing. 

At the commencement of 185(5 steps were taken to establish 
a Hospital, but from various causes little or no progress was 
made. In October of that year we find it was resolved to 
request the Rev. J. L. Dodd — then incumbent at Maryborough 
— to preach a sermon quarterly in aid of the funds of the 
Institution, but we do not find any mention of any result 
thereof. These meetings appear to have been held by the 
original promoters, terminating with a resolution under date, 
April 28, 1889, " That in consequence of the little progress 
which has, from unforeseen difficulties, beenmade,the meeting 
deem it bolter to commence tic hum," And the proceedings 
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resulting from the do novo appear to have been satisfactory, 
as, shortly after a cottage was rented, and the hospital got 
into working order. That it has worked successfully, the 
present buildings amply bear witness. Year after year has its 
value been proved by those who have had need to avail 
themselves of its privileges ; and year by year the buildings 
have continued to be enlarged and improved. And we trust it 
will long continue to flourish, and be an ornament to the 
town, as well as a benefit to those whom accident or necessity 
may compel to require its advantages. 

In the year 18(il was "built" the School of Arts, as its in- 
scription testifies. Its progress has also been satisfactory. 
At the present time it contains a Library of which the town 
may be proud, although of course, it will bear no comparison 
with what arc usually understood as Libraries. The Library 
and a reading room so far constitute its advantages. Wo 
hope with the growth of the district to find this Institution 
expand, and to supply all the means of information and 
usefulness that similar institutions arc calculated to 
afford. 

We have already mentioned that settlement commenced 
from the South. The value of the port, however, soo?i became 
recognised, and a large export trade in timber sprang up. In 
the year 1 Soil Mr. J. G. Walker built on the river a good 
schooner called the "Blue Jacket," afterwards Avrecked. The 
timber trade fluctuated very considerably while it depended 
on the export trade. In 1801 Messrs. Gladwcll and Grcathead 
started the first saw mill. Afterwards they were followed by 
Messrs. Pcltigrew and Co., at Dundathu, and the timber trade 
is now a large and well recognised industry. For several 
years the trade of Maryborough was coufincd to Sydney. 
With Separation in 185!) Maryborough was declared a port of 
entry, and a Sub-Col lector was appointed, t he trade, however, 
was small, and for some time the whole business was done by 
Mr. Sheridau, single handed, the Custom House being then 
wluit is now the kitchen of the Melbourne Hotel. In 18(51 
the present Custom House was erected, and it was then 
considered to afford ample room for the bonding of dutiable 
goods, as well as for the transaction of other business. The 
introduction of ad valorem duties compelled the Government 
to provide increased accommodation, at first of a temporary 
character ; the buildings of the Immigration Barracks at one 
time being used for the purpose, and later, in the new Bonded 
Store near the wl arf. 

In 1865 Maryborough suffered severely in common with the 
rest of the colony from a commercial panic, and for a while 
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presented a most doleful appearance. New life was imparted 
by the finding of gold at Gympie in the month of October, 
1867. Since then various other goldfields have been dig- 
covered, all of more or less value to Maryborough. The dis- 
covery of copper in the district was no new thing ; its exist- 
ence had long been known. The Mount Terry Mining 
Company was, however, the first practical development this 
industry received. We are not writing statistics, and therefore 
do not purpose to give the value in figures of gold exported 
since 1857. Copper mining is in its infancy, but we can 
venture to predict that it insures for the future a position in 
which no rival need be feared, 

Since the first faltering beginnings of cane cultivation in 
1864 and 1865, the sugar industry has made gigantic strides ; 
for more than twenty miles up the river the dense jungle that 
once clothed its banks has made way for luxuriant plantations 
of the orange, green or purple cane, amd a round dozen of 
sugar factories, most of them furnished with the most im- 
proved modern appliances for converting the juice into sugar, 
arc grinding wealth to the owners and prosperity to the dis- 
trict. Sugar, of native growth, but a few years ago admired 
as a curiosity, now forms one of the principal exports of the 
port of Maryborough. 

"We have already mentioned that the trade was for several 
years confined to Brisbane, It was not till 1859 that steam 
communication between Maryborough, Brisbane, and Rock- 
hampton was opened. In that year the Australasian Steam 
Navigation Company placed the " Tamar" on the line under 
the command of Captain Cottier.. This boat was so old and 
unfit for the trade that the " Clarence" was subsequently 
put in her place. That trade has so increased that, as our 
readers are aware, it is no unusual sight to see three or four 
steamers and sailing vessels all in harbor together. 

Maryborough formed part of the most northern electorate 
of New South Wales, and was represented by Messrs. Elliott 
and Walsh in the Sydney Parliament at the time of Separa- 
tion. Separation caused various political changes, Mary- 
borough at every change getting some additional advantage, 
and becoming at every step more individualised as an elec- 
torate. Under the last Electoral Act, Maryborough may be 
said to return her own member. 



GYMI'IE. 

ThB Cympie Gold-held forms an important part of the Wide 
liiiy District, and is the principal auriferous tract yet dis- 
covered in that part of the colony. The first discovery of gold 
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by James Nash in October, 1807, is well known, and may be 
considered a very important event in the history of Queens- 
laud. Olympic, like the large majority of gold-fields, was 
primarily attractive to the " wandering digger," on account of 
its alluvial deposits of gold ; but it has since taken a promi- 
nent place amongst the reefing districts of Australasia, and is 
still considered the " premier" gold-field of Queensland. The 
first golden reef — the Lady Mary — was discovered by Messrs. 
Pollock and Lawrence in November, 1869, and similar lucky 
finds followed in rapid succession, Since that time the atten- 
tion of mining circles in the colonies has frequently been 
attracted by the heavy yields from Gympie quartz ; were the 
reefs generally wide in proportion to their permanency and 
richness, the goldfield would be able to bravo comparison 
with any other yet discovered. Up to the end of April, 1873, 
no less a quantity than ))02,275ozs. Gdwts. 5grs., or over 
9 tons 8 cwts. avoirdupois weight of gold has been transmitted 
from Gympie by the regular escorts ; about 900 ounces addi- 
tional may fairly be credited to the goldfield for gold sent 
away by private hands, Until within the last year or two 
mining operations were carried on generally on what is termed 
the "backing system;" but during the "mining mania" of 
1872 a number of L. L. Companies were Moated, some of 
which arc still in operation. 

The town of Gympie and the One Mile township, contain 
between five and six thousand inhabitants ; but there is a 
large population of farmers, &c, settling in the surrounding 
district, especially in the locality of Newsa River. The prin- 
cipal institutions are : the Hospital, the Gympie School of 
Arts, the One Mile Miners' Institute, Local Mining Court, 
National School, Mining Exchange, etc. The places of 
worship are numerous, well built, and well supported. The 
most prominent are, St. Peter's (Anglican) and St. Patrick's 
(B.C.), both handsome, picturesquely situated, structures. 
The saw-mills of Messrs. Ferguson and Co., in the centre of 
the town, support an important aud profitable industry. 
Places of amusement arc represented by the Theatre Itoyal 
aud the Apollonian Hall ; and an unusually large number — 
even for Queensland — of hotels and public-houses cater for 
the refreshment of a thirsty and well-to-do mining com- 
munity. The quartz crushing machines arc four in number, 
the principal, and the only one in constant work, being that 
belonging to the Gympie Quartz Crushing Company, one of 
the most complete in the Australian cronies, driving 10 head 
of stampers, having a high reputation for its gold saving 
qualities and constantly in full work. The other machine's 
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are : the Victoria, the Enterprise, and tlic United, all three 
the property of the Queensland Quartz Crushing Company. 
They arc situated on the One Mile or Deep Creek ; but, at 
least two of them, would he far more usefully and profitably 
engaged on the opposite side of the river, where numerous and 
rich reefs exist, which the want of proximity to a mill alone 
prevents being worked. 

MR. JAMES NASH'S ACCOUNT OP THE DISCOVERY OP THE 
GYMPIE GOLD-FIELD. 

I intended to prospect along the track as far as Mary- 
borough, as I had gone all the way from Nanango, and if I 
got nothing, to go to Gin Gin, about which I had heard good 
accounts. If unsuccessful, then I intended to go to the Cal- 
liope diggings, where I had worked formerly. I arrived at 
Travcston that afternoon, and next morning was put on the 
Maryborough track by Mr. Best. On crossing the creek 
which bears my name, I saw a likely-looking gully, and 
seeing water about fifteen yards from the track, decided upon 
trying a prospect from the gully, as I had from many others 
that morning. The first dish went a few grains, and the 
second a little better. Encouraged by this, I determined 
upon giving it a further trial ; so, after unpacking the horse 
and getting my dinner, I returned to work. That afternoon I 
got about ten pennyweights, and by five next evening had ob- 
tained an ounce and five pennyweights of gold. After supper 
I set out for Maryborough, which I reached on the evening of 
the second day, and sold the gold to Mr. Southerdcn. . . . 
After selling the gold I returned alone, remained on Nash's 
Creek six days, obtained about sixty-two ounces of gold, and 
then went to Maryborough again, and from thence to Brisbane 
by steamer. On the way I became acquainted with Malcolm, 
and invited him to return with me. In Brisbane I sold tin; 
gold to Flavelle Brothers. A gentleman in the shop (I think 
it was Mr. Walsh, the member), asked me where it came from, 
and I replied, " Up North." In a few days I returned to 
Maryborough, taking with me a horse and cart, and reported 
the find about 16th October, 18(57. 



THE NEWSA DISTRICT. 
The following account of this district is abridged from a 
pamphlet descriptive of the Governor's Visit to Gympie in 
April, 1873 :— 

The Newsa River lies about 18 miles east from Gympie, "as 
the crow flies," and embraces a tract of country about 50 
miles along the coast, by 'about 20 in width, abounding 
in useful timber of magnificent growth— Cedar, Kaurie-june, 

ji 
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Hoop-pine, Cypress-pine, Beech, Ash, Tulip, Yd low- wood, and 
all the hardwoods. Some of the Kaurie-pines grow to an 
immense size ; six feet in diameter is a common size, and they 
arc occasionally found over 30 feet in circumference at the 
butt, and as straight as a gun-barrel for 90 and 100 feet with- 
out a limb. 

The river, as wide as the Brisbane, empties into Laguna 
Bay, which is situated about midway between the Brisbane 
River Bar and that of Wide Bay. The Heads consist, on the 
north of high sand dunes, and on the .south of a bold rocky 
headland, stretching out in an easterly direction a distance of 
four miles from the bay. Passing up from the bay, the river 
takes a westerly course for about three miles, and then turns 
almost due north, running parallel with the sea to its source, 
a distance of 30 miles, and only separated from the Ocean by 
tho line of sand hills which form the northern shores of the 
bay, and in no place along its route more than a mile and a 
half from the sea. For about 15 miles it lias an average depth 
of from 10 or 15 feet, and, passing through several fine lakes, 
has a most picturesque character. 

Teewantin, the township of the Ncwsa district, is situated 
three miles from the bay, on a long neck of high ground, 
bounded on the north by Mr. Ward's selection and the river, 
where it takes its bend downwards, forming a fine open sheet 
of water, and on the south by Duanclla Lake, a sheet of water 
about three miles in circumference. There are as yet few 
houses at Teewantin, although the greater number of the 
allotments are sold. The most prominent are the Post Office, 
and Keyser's, the fisherman's, at both of which places travellers 
can obtain accommodation. The country about Teewantin is 
flat for three or four miles back, but the scenery is rendered 
picturesque by the high ridges and mountains forming the 
back-ground. The view from the river opposite tho township 
is very pretty, and foliage reaching everywhere to the water's 
edge. 

Near the Bar is Wyba Creek, which runs into Wyba Lake, 
the location of the Aboriginal Mission, now abandoned, This 
creek abounds in oysters, on which the blacks feed, as shown 
by the large mounds of shells accumulated on the banks of the 
river. 

A little below Teewantin are large liml>er-yards and a wharf 
for shipping, belonging to Messrs. M'Ghie, Luya and Co., of 
Elauda Point Saw Mills, Lake Coutharaba. About two and 
a-half miles above Teewantin, on the course of the river, is 
Lake Cooralaby. two square miles in extent, and five miles 
higher up Lake Coutharaba, the chief of the Ncw.sa lake:;. 
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estimated to be from ten to fifteen miles long and four to 
eight miles wide, a fiue sheet of water, with numerous bays 
and inlets, and nothing to impede the navigation. Running 
inland, from the west side of this lake, is Colothiu Creek, 
where there are a number of settlers, who are engaged in 
planting sugar-cane and tobacco, for which the land is ad- 
mirably adapted. The Elanda Point Saw Mills and sur- 
rounding industrial village, form the principal centre of 
population in the district. Store, butcher's shop, and other 
necessities of a large establishment are there to be found. 
About two miles from the mill is the station, also owned by 
the proprietors, on the King King Creek, from which the 
cattle required for consumption are obtained. 



GAYNDAH. 

Gayndah is situated about ninety miles from Maryborough, 
on the Burnett River, and is one of the oldest provincial towns 
in Queensland, having been established for nearly a quarter of 
a centuiy. At one time it was one of the most important 
towns in the colony ; but, owing to the withdrawal of sheep 
from the district, its prosperity has to a certain extent fallen 
away. For salubrity of climate it would be difficult, to find 
its equal in this direction. It supports a Roman Catholic 
Chapel, which is a very neat brick building and quite an 
ornament to the town, under the cure of Father Rossoliui. 
Tbe Episcopalians have no place of worship ; but under the 
incumbency of the late pastor, the Rev. Mr. Alkin, divine ser- 
vice used to be celebrated in the Court-house, which is also 
used as a School of Arts, being wel 1 adapted for this purpose, 
and a very creditable building. The police magistrate and 
clerk of petty sessions is Mr. Rankcn, late gold commissionoi 
at Cania ; and Mr. John Connolly is commissioner for affi- 
davits, and registrar of births, deaths, and marriages. The 
town supports a branch of the Commercial Bank of Sydney, 
under the management of Mr. J. M'Killop. The post-cum- 
tclegraph office is also a veiy neat building, the duties in con- 
nection with which are efficiently discharged by Mr. Charles 
Smith. There is a very nice national school -house, under the 
control of Mr. John Ryder. There are five stores, a saddler's 
shop, two blacksmiths' forges, three bootmakers' shops, and 
several hotels. Gayndah was formerly one of the most spoil- 
ing towns in the colony, where the Queensland Jockey Club 
nourished for years. This institution is now in abeyance, but 
it is to be hoped it may revive its pristine vigor. By the last 
census the population of Gayndah came up to sis hundred, 
but the attractions held out by the Mount i'orry, Rawbelle, 
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and lian Ban mines have caused a considerable falling off in 
that number. There is some splendid agricultural soil about 
the town ; and the capacity of the surrounding district to grow 
wheat of excellent quality has been shown, experimentally, 
during the current season, although the weather was by no 
means as favorable as could be desired. It is contemplated 
to put in a considerable breadth of this cereal, during the 
coining autumn, from the seed thus raised. 

Naturalists will be interested to learn that the lately dis- 
covered fish-like reptilian, the Ceratodus Fovstevi, one of the 
supposed living relics of a by-gone geological age, has been 
caught here, as well as in the tributaries of the Upper Mary 
River. 

A tannery, the property of Mr. Carl Driesseu, lies about a 
mile and a half from the town, from which rirsl-class leather 
lias been turned out. 



BUNDABERG. 

This town is situated on the Burnett River, about twelve 
miles from its embouchure. At spring tides there arc seven- 
teen feet of water on the bar, and at half-tide vessels drawing 
nine feet have been known to come up to Bundaberg. The 
river is nearly twice as broad as t he Mary, and vessels experience 
no difficulty in working up the stream. The first men who 
took up land on the river about five years ago, were Messrs. 
J. and G. Stouart, who selected that portion of the country 
known as North Bundaberg. There are six stores, five hotels, 
four blacksmiths' forges, School of Arts, which is also used as 
a place of worship by the principal religious denomi- 
nations, There are also butchers' shops, shoemakers', and 
other places of business essential to the welfare of the com- 
munity. The soil is eminently favorable to agricultural pur- 
suits, and it is estimated that no less than 1000 acres of cane 
will be under cultivation this year, besides corn and potatoes. 
Tlie t imber trade is a matter of some consequence to Bunda- 
berg. It is estimated at the present rate of demand it will 
last for many years longer. 

A saw mill has been erected by Mr. S. .Johnson, at North 
Bundaberg, of large capacity, to which is now being added a 
pinning machine. 

About twenty miles above Bundaberg is a timbering and 
agricultural settlement of some extent. A large area of excel- 
lent scrub soil has attracted a good number of settlers, who 
find profitable labor in sending the timber growing on theirselec- 
tions down to the saw-mill, and are also clearing large patches 
of laud for sugar-cane and corn. Some twenty acres of the 
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former arc nowplanted us a nursery for the next season's p] anting. 

Seven hundred acres of land, showing positive indications 
of coal, have been taken up by Messrs. Walker and Elwood, 
by whom a very promising seam has lately been struck, and it 
is understood that the A.S.N. Company have agreed to make 
Bundaberg a coaling depot, if the proprietors can supply two 
hundred and fifty tons a month. 

Although Bundaberg has received somewhat of a check 
during the past year by the depressed and disorganised state of 
the mining interests at Mount Perry, which has prevented tne 
shipment of the expected large quantities of copper and re- 
gulus ; the surrounding district has resources within itself 
which must ultimately secure to the township a large share of 
activity aud prosperity as a shipping port. The sugar in- 
dustry has made great strides during the past year, and large 
quantities of sugar of excellent quality are being produced at 
the mills of Messrs. It. Palmer and J. and G. Sleuart. 

There is no school at present, but subscriptions are being 
raised to establish a school at North Bundaberg, under the 
Hoard of Education. Upwards of £100 have been promised. 
At South Bundaberg a movement is also on foot to open a 
non-vested school, for which a good sum has been raised. 



MOUNT PERRY. 

The twin townships of Pife-Barnett and Tenningering, 
usually going under the collective name of Mount Perry, 
occupy the upper portion of a valley on the west side of the: 
mountain bearing the same name, the culminating point of 
the mountain system which extends northward from the 
Burnett up to Dawes Range, aud the centre of the rich 
mineral district that surrounds it. The town derives its im- 
portance from the numerous mines in its vicinity, and, though 
somewhat irregularly laid out and unattractive in appearance, 
is a place of considerable trade, and furnished with all the 
necessary appliances of civilisation. A School of Arts is on 
the point of being established. There is a Primary School, 
under the charge of Mr. Douglas, and an Oddfellows' 
Lodge has recently been opened. The population flue- 
tuates according to the greater or less measure of success 
attending the working of the various mines. It has somewhat 
fallen off of late, and may be estimated just now at about 
one thousand. Nearly an equal number are located in the 
neighborhood, in the small mining villages of Wolca, Bool- 
boonda, and others that spring up wherever mines arc being 
worked. Of the numerous companies formed during tin 
period of mining excitement in the year 1872, only six are in 
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actual operation at present : the Mount Perry, the Norman by, 
the Fortuuatus, the Edina, the Boolboonda, and VVolca ; of 
which only the three first are considered to have reached the 
permanent stage. Others, as the Victoria and the Ellendale, 
are in abeyance ; while the working of the Potosi and Mool- 
boolaman has been definitively abandoned by their shareholders. 
Under these circumstances there is not much to be said for 
the immediate future of Mount Perry, although it is agreed, on 
all hands that nothing but a sufficiency of capital is needed in 
order to push each and all of the above mines from the experi- 
mental into the reproductive and self-supporting stage of 
development, and to place the mining industry of this rich 
district on a healthy and permanent footing. 

The Rev. J. F. Orr (Wesleyan) is the only settled minister 
at Mount Terry. Occasional services are held by other of the 
principal denominations, and a weekly newspaper, the Mount 
Perry Mail, is published, usually on Thursday. 

A steam saw mill, erected by Luseombe Brothers, now worked 
by Martin aud Co., on the Government township, generally 
known as the town of Tcnningering, and the value of this new 
industry is properly appreciated and well encouraged by all 
the mining proprietors in the district. The greatest obstacle 
to communication between Mount Perry and Maryborough, 
the passage of the Burnett River, has recently been overcome 
by the construction of a capital ford, or causeway, at the 
" Mingo crossing," subsidiary to which a large ferry punt has 
been placed on an adjacent reach, thereby enabling drays to 
cross without interruption in any weather, wet or dry. 



NANANGO. 

NANANOO is a township of long standing, though small pro- 
portions, situated on Sandy Creek, a tributary of Barambah 
Creek, immediately west of the Main Itange, which affords 
much picturesque scenery. The population is about 130. 
There is a good Primary School, and an Anglican Church and 
ltoman Catholic Chapel are in course of erection. It supports 
two hotels, and " the powers that be" are enforced by means 
of a Court House, Police Station, and Lock-up. The resident 
Police Magistrate is A. Lee, Esq., who acts likewise in the 
manifold capacities of C.l'.S., Savings Bank Officer, Commis- 
sioner for Affidavits. Land Agent, etc. Nanango is the centre 
of a large and important pastoral district, but there is abund- 
ance of good agricultural land in the neighbourhood. Copper 
has been found near Toromeo station, and several shafts 
sunk ; gold, likewise, of very fine quality, has been unearthed 
in various parts of the surrounding district. 
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GLADSTONE. 

Although pot comprised within the limits of the Wide Bay 
and Burnett district, Gladstone is so closely connected with it 
by industrial and commercial ties, that a brief account of 
"the future metropolis of Queensland" will doubtless be 
acceptable. Gladstone is a picturesquely situated village of 
between 400 and 000 inhabitants, with an excellent harbour 1 , 
one of the best — if not the best on the Australian coast. 
Although insignificant in point of size and population, it is 
the centre of a considerable trade with the surrounding 
mining and pastoral districts, and is one of the few ports at 
which cattle can be conveniently placed, in numbers, on board 
a vessel. Hence arises a regular trade with New Caledonia, 
which annually requires a large number of cattle for stock as 
well as consumption, and as the purchases are all made on 
account of the French Government and the payments are 
secure, the trade is a source of considerable profit. The 
country around Gladstone is highly mineralized, and mining 
promises ere long, to become the chief industry of the dis- 
trict. Even within the limits of the township itself, large 
deposits of oxyde of manganese exist, which may hereafter, 
when the manufacture of iron shall have taken its place 
among Australian industries, be worked to a profit. Glad- 
stone is a municipality ; the present Council consisting of 
six members ; Mr. Jas. Hawthorne, (Mayor), and Messrs. E. 
M'Collim, C. C. Brcslen, P, Smith, M. Regan, and J. Hop- 
kins, Aldermen. Town Clerk, W. Higgins. 

Thero is a School of Arts, the head quarters of which is at 
the Town Hall ; and governed by a President, (His Honor 
D. Judge Hirst), a Vice-President, (Mr. W. B. Prizeman), and 
a committee of six. 

There are three Schools — the Primary School, Mr. R. 
Harvey, master, and Miss E. Taylor, mistress ; the Roman 
Catholic School, belonging to the Sisters of St. Joseph ; and 
a Private School, kept by Miss Fisher. 

The Anglican, Presbyterian, and Roman Catholic denomina- 
tions have places of worship, served, respectively, by the 
Rev. J. J. Warr, (C.E.), the Rev. A. A. Laing, (P.C.), and the 
very Rev. Dean Murley, visiting (11. C.)

First occupied by the discoverer H. P.. Bouverie, in 1848, 
subsequently by Perkins and Netterfield, now, by M. G. Knox ; 
distance from Gayndah, 25 miles, situate on the Boyne and 
Burnett Rivers. 

COORANGA. 

First occupied by the Messrs. Strathdee, in 1848, the dis- 
coverers, possessed by them ever since ; distance from Gayn- 
dah, 20 miles, situate on the Boyne. 

WIGTON AND ARAUBANGA. 
First occupied by Mocatta and Pigott, in 1849, subsequently 
possessed by D.Graham, now, by Prince and Ogg ; distance from 
Gayndah, 30 miles, situate on tributaries of the Boyne. 

BOONARA. 

First occupied by the discoverer Edward Hawkins, about 
1846. He went to California, and was drowned ; subsequently 
possessed by his brother ; then by a Dane named Bertholdsen 
who sold to the present proprietors, Messrs. Jones ; distance 
from Nanago and Gayndjjh, each 50 miles, situate on the 
Barambah.

Occupied about 1842 or 3, first by Mr. Richard .Jones, in 
whose family it has ever since remained in possession, with 
the addition of Mr. Clapperton. who bought in a year or two 
ago ; distance from Gayndah, 60 miles, situate on the Baram- 
bah creek. Twelve miles north of Boonara is 
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60 STATIONS. 

' BOOUBYJAN. 
First occupied about 1845, by the discoverers, Messrs. Lawless. 
Present occupant, Mr. C. F. Lawless. Distance from Gayndah, 
40 miles. Situated on the Barambah. 

TAABINGA. 

First occupied by the Messrs. Haly. in 1846, the discoverers. 
Possessed still by Mr. 0. R. Haly. Distance from Gayndah, 
ninety-five miles. Situate on the Stuart and the heads of the 
Barambah. 

TOONDOONGANANINGY. 

First occupied, in 1848, by Messrs. Strathdee. Afterwards 
possessed by John Sidney and J. M. Plummer ; now by Messrs. 
Travis and Co. Distance from Gayndah, 40 miles, Situate 
on Toondoonganauingy and Cadarga Creeks. 

BROVINIA. 

First occupied by the discoverer, Percival Stephen, in 184(5 
Subsequently possessed by P. Button (who committed suicide 
there), D. Coutts, Alexander, Williams and Allies, aud now by 
Gilchrist, Watt and Co. Situate on Brovinia and Cadarga 
Creeks. Distance from Gayndah, 45 miles. Fifteen miles east 
of Boonara is 

KILKIVAN 

Sheep and Cattle Station. First occupied by the late J. D. 
Mactaggart, now in the hands of his Trustees. 32 miles west 
of Boonara is 

MONDURE. 

First occupied by Mr. 11. Jones, about 1844 ; subsequently 
by Capt. W. O'Connell, his son-in-law, and now possessed by 
Messrs. M'Ewen and Green. Distance from Gayndah, 42 
miles. Situate on the Barambah. 

MANUMBAR AND TOONCUL 

is situated 40 miles south-east of Boonara, first occupied by 
Ferriter and Jones, and is now a cattle station. Owner, John 
Mortimer. 

CANIA 

Sheep and Cattle Station. Owned by B. r B. aud G. 0. Ridler. 
Situate on Three Moon Creek, 85 miles from Gayndah, G7 from 
Mount Perry, and 22 from the Great Blackall Copper Mine. 
There are gold diggings on this station, but are now nearly

deserted. Three Moon Creek runs through a remarkable 
gorge, between the station and the diggings. For a short dis- 
tance there are cliffs over 400 feet in height. A weekly mail 
passes this station from Mount Perry to the Blackall, passing 
xarrol, 40 miles from Mount Perry, Cannindah, 12 from 
Yarrol. Other stations in the neighborhood, Milton, Dalgan- 
gal (SO miles from Gayndah), Kroombit, and 

RAWBELLE. 

First occupied, in 1848, by the discoverer, Mr. Trevethau, 
who, with a Mr. Street, was there murdered by the blacks. 
Subsequently possessed by Mort and Berry, M'Leau and Burt, 
the Queensland Sheep Investment Company, and now by Mr. 
M'Bean. Distance from Gayndah 80 miles. Situate on the 
heads of the Burnett. 

EIDSVOLD. 

First occupied by the discoverers, in 1848, Messrs. Archer, 
possessed by them for many years, and now by the Messrs. 
Ivory. Distance from Gayndah, 50 miles. Situate on the 
Burnett. 

REDBANK AND ROCKEY BAR. 
First occupied in 1849, by Mr John Ross and family, possessed 
by them many years ; distance from Gayndah 70 miles, situate 
on the Auburn. 

DYKEHEAD 

First occupied by Mr. Robert Fleming, in 184G, afterwards 
possessed by Mr. Thomas Croker, and now by Messrs. More- 
head and Co. ; distance from Gayndah 48 miles, situate on 
the Auburn. 

HAWKWOOD 

First occupied by the discoverer, Mr. John Kinchela, in 184(5, 
subsequently possessed by Messrs. Prior, Thomas Jopp (who 
was drowned there), and now by Mr. Hooper ; distance from 
Gayndah, (50 miles ; situate on the Auburn. 

YERILLA 

First occupied by Mr. W. A. Thayne, subsequently by Benson, 
Wood, and Carruthers, and now possessed by Gilchrist, Watt, 
and Co. ; distance from Gayndah, 64 miles ; situate on the 
Auburn. 

COONAMBULA 
First occupied by Messrs. Archer, the discoverers, in 1848. 
subsequently possessed by Cameron, M'Kcnzie. Murnin, and 
Cornish, now by Knox and Rutledgc ; distance from Gayndah 
35 miles ; situate on the Burnett. 
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YENDAH 

First occupied in 1848 by Mr. Robert Wilkin, subsequently 
by Elliott, Brothers, now possessed by Messrs. Dight and 
Yeomans ; distauce from Gayndah 12 miles ; situate on the 
Burnett. 

MOUNT DEBATEABLE. 

First occupied, in 1848, by Geo. Mocatta ; subsequently by 
the Smith family ; now by Messrs. Humphrey. Distance from 
Gayndah 4 miles. Situate on the Burnett. The first public- 
house in the district was built near this station by a Mr. Le 
Breton, in 1848. 

IDERAWAY. 

First occupied by J. B. Reid in 1848 ; now possessed by Mr. 
J. J. Cadell. Distance from Gayndah, 4 miles. The township 
originally formed pai-t of this run, and was sold by Reid to Le 
Breton for the (reported) sum of £80. Situate on the Burnett. 

BAN BAN. 

First occupied in 1846, by Messrs. Herbert ; subsequently 
by Mr. T. Edwards ; now by Mr. St. John. Distance from 
Gayndah 12 miles. Situate on the Bararabah. 

WETHERON. 

First occupied, about 1845. by William Humphrey. Subse- 
quently possessed by Messrs. Moreton. Distance from Gayndah 
12 miles. Situate on Wetheron Creek and the Burnett. 

TENNINGERING. 
First occupied, about 1850. by J. & J. Landsborough, after- 
wards by a gentleman named Webber, who was accidentally 
shot by the C.P.S. of Gayndah, a Mr. M'Keuzie. Afterwards 
possessed by G. Sandeman, Lament and Livingstone, Story, 
Rawsou and Co. ; now by Mr. Caswell. Distauce from 
Gayndah, 35 miles. Situate on the Burnett. 

DEGILBO. 

First occupied, in 1847, by Mr. Walsh. Subsequently pos- 
sessed by D. Sc H. Perrier, then by Griffiths, Fanning and Co., 
next by Mr. Single ; now by Mr. Sly. Distauce from 
Gayndah, 30 miles. Situate on Degilbo Creek and the Burnett. 

WALLA. 

First occupied by Messrs. Thomson, in 1849 ; now possessed 
by John Barker, Esq. Distance from Gayndah, 47 miles. 
Situate on the Burnett. 
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GIN GIN. 

First occupied by Messrs. Forster and Blaxland, about 1847. 
Blaxland was there murdered by the blacks during the same 
year; now possessed by Messrs. Brown. Situate on the Burnett.

From certain facta which have come to light it appears that lime is a 
good preserver of timber. Ships and barges used for the transport of lime 
last longer than others. A small coasting schooner, laden with lhno, was 
cast ashore and sunk.

Again, a platform of nine planks was 
used to mix mortar on during three generations, then, being no longer 
required, was neglected, and at length hidden by grass that grew over it 
Sixty years afterwards, on clearing the ground, it was discovered sound 
and well preserved.

PRIVATE BAGS. — Settlers, upon mail routes, requiring the accommodation of a Private Bag, can obtain 
the same upon payment (in advance) of a sum not exceeding £2 2s. per annum to the Postmaster who has to 
make up the bag, subject to the following regulations, viz. :— ;1) The bag must be of leather, and provided at 
the cost of the person requiring it. (2) The Postmaster will close and seal securely before despatching it, and 
it must be returned in like manner, sealed with some seal, the impression of which is known by the Postmaster. 
(8) The bag may contain letters for all persons who give written authorities to the Postmaster to enclose them. 
The person paying for the private bag is responsible for the postage of all unpaid letters, and for the receipts 
for all those which may be registered. 
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POST OFFICE ARRANGEMENTS. 65 

GENERAL RULES. 

All letters, packets, and newspapers posted in Queensland 
that are required to be prepaid, must bear Queensland postage 
stamps. 

Any letter or packet posted for delivery in the colony will, 
if the postage stamps thereon be not equal in value to its 
proper postage as a town or country £ oz. letter, or 4 oz. 
packet, be forwarded and charged with double the postage 
deficient ; but if any letter or packet does not bear that 
amount of postage, it will be opened and returned to the 
sender. 

Any letter posted for transmission to the United Kingdom 
will, if bearing at least a single rate of postage, be forwarded 
and charged with the postage deficient, and a single rate of 
postage as a fine ; but if not bearing a single rate of postage, 
if will be opened and returned to the seudcr. 

Any letter or packet posted for transmission to British 
colonies (excepting the Australian colonics and New Zealand), 
and to foreign countries (unless specially mentioned), whether 
sent direct or through the United Kingdom, will invariably 
be opened and returned to the sender, unless it bears the full 
amount of postage payable thereon. 

A deficiently-stamped letter or packet posted for transmis- 
sion to any of the Australian colonies or New Zealand will, if 
bearing at least a single rate of postage, be forwarded and 
charged with the postage deficient, and a single rate of postnire 
as a fine ; but if not bearing a single rate of postage it will 
be opened and returned to the sender. 

Letters and packets, on being re-directed, are 
charged the same amount of postage, in addition to the 
original postage, as would be payable if such letter or packet 
were originally posted at the place of re-direction (excepting 
soldiers' and sailors' letters). 

A postmaster may refuse to l-cceive or transmit by post any 
letter, packet, or packet of newspapers exceeding sixteen 
ounces in weight, or of inconvenient form or dimensions, or 
containing, or reasonably suspected to contain, any article 
likely to .injure the other contents of the mail bags or any 
person. 

It is suggested that all letters intended for transmission by 
the Royal mail contract steamers should be secured with gum 
of wafers, sealing wax being liable to cause delay, from letters 
adhering or becoming defaced. 

Letters are registered for fourpence in addition to the 
proper postage, a receipt for the same given, and every pre- 
causion adopted to ensure its safe delivery by entering it on 
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the letter bills and obtaining a receipt for the same on de- 
livery. As the Post Office, however, is not responsible for the 
loss of any letter, whether registered or otherwise, parties send- 
ing bank notes or drafts are advised to take the number and 
particulars, and to cut such notes or draf ;s in halves, and to 
send them by different posts. 

UNCLAIMED LETTERS. 

Letters, if not claimed, are kept at the Post Office to which 
they are directed for a period of thirty days. If not claimed 
at the expiration of that time, they are sent to the Dead Letter 
Office, to be advertised in the Government Gazette. 

Letters posted within the colony of Queensland, if not 
claimed within one month from the date of such publication 
are returned to the writer. 

Letters posted in any of the Australian Colonies, or New 
Zealand, if not claimed within three months from the date of 
such publication, are returned to the Colony from which they 
were received. 

Letters posted in the United Kingdom, or at any place 
beyond the Australian Colonies, if not claimed within twelve 
months from the date of such publication are returned un- 
opened to the colony or country from which they were 
received.

Registered Colonial letters eontaining gold, 4d. for every £ 
oz., and 4d. for registration. 

Exemption from Postage Bates — All Petitions or Addresses 
to Her Majesty, His Excellency the Governor, or the Exe- 
cutive or Legislative Council, or Legislative Assembly, not 
exceeding 32 oz. in weight, and without covers, or in covers 
open at the sides ; Savings Bank Letters or Books ; Letters on 
Government Insurance and Annuities (provided they be 
marked outside respectively " Government Savings Bank," 
" Government Annuities," or " Government Life Insurance.") 

Late Fee — Within the Colony, 3d. ; Intercolonial, 3d. ; 
Foreign, 6d. ; Stamps to be affixed to letter. 

Intercolonial Telegraphic Messages received and posted for 
delivery within the colony, when bearing endorsement, on the 
cover, to that effect, signed by the receiving Electric Tele- 
graph Officer in charge. 

PACKAGES. 

Include Bankers' packets, containing notes, orders, cheques, 
pass-books returns or other periodical statements ; process of, 
or proceedings or pleadings in any Court brief, cases, and in- 
struction for counsel, and their opinions thereon respectively 
deeds, affidavits, policies of insurances, letters of attorney, 
depositions, or recognizances, patterns or samples of merchan- 
dise not having a value of their own apart from their mere 
use as patterns or samples, and either unenclosed or enclosed 
in transparent bags, or in bags tied round the neck so as to be 
easily loosened or refastencd ; prices current and catalogues ; 
Acts of the Queensland or Imperial Parliament, or printed 
Votes and Proceedings of either House thereof respectively, or 
vouchers, or returns, or copies of returns, made by or to any 
officer in the public service ; scrip, pamphlets, maps, plans, 
specifications, music, photographs (on paper), magazines, re- 
views, placards, almanacs, prospectuses, paintings, engravings, 
printers' proofs, or periodical publications other than new s- 
papers ; printed or plain books, writing paper and envelopes, 
seeds in transparent bags or papers, tied so us to be easily 
loosened and vcfastcned, not exceeding sixteen ounces in 
weight. 

REGULATIONS. 

1. No packet shall exceed two feet in length, and one foot 
in width and depth. 

2. No packet shall exceed three pounds in weight , 

J 
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3. There shall be no letter, either closed or open, nor any en- 
closure, sealed or otherwise closed against inspection, sent in or 
with any such packet, nor shall there be any letter or any com- 
munication in the nature of a letter written or printed on the 
cover or envelope of any such packet. 

4. The name and address of the sender may appear on the 
cover as well as those of the party addressed, but this is not 
indispensable. 

5. Should a packet be posted unpaid, or, excepting those 
addressed to the United Kingdom, insufficiently prepaid, or be 
closed in a cover not open at the ends or sides, and contents 
not legibly endorsed, or should it exceed the dimensions or 
weight specified, such packet will be sent to the Dead Letter 
Office, and returned to the sender. 

6. Where a packet, addressed to the United Kingdom only, 
shall have been posted, insufficiently prepaid, and it shall 
appear that at least a single rate has been paid thereon, such 
packet will be forwarded, charged with an additional postage 
equal to the deficiency, and a further rate as a fine. 

7. Should any letter, whether sealed or open, or otherwise 
closed against inspection, be found in a packet, such letter or 
other enclosure will be forwarded, charged not only with the 
postage due upon it as an unpaid letter, but also with an 
additional single packet rate. The packet itself, in such case 
will be forwarded, provided the postage shall have been duly 
paid, without any extra charge. 

8. Patterns must be of no intrinsic value. 

This rule includes all articles of a saleable nature, and, 
indeed, whatever may have a value of their own, apart from 
its mere use as a pattern ; nor must the quantity of any 
material sent ostensibly as a pattern be so great that it could 
fairly be considered as having on this ground an intrinsic value. 

9. Patterns must not bear any writing other than the address 
of the persons for whom they are intended, the name and 
address of sender, a manufacturer's or trade mark, numbers, 
and the prices of articles. 

10. Samples of seeds, drugs, and so forth, which cannot be 
sent in open covers, may be enclosed in bags of linen or other 
material ; but closed bags, although transparent, must not bo 
used for this purpose. 

41. No article likely to injure the contents of the mail bags, 
or the person of any officer of the Post Office will be forwarded 
as a pattern. 

• 12. Metals, nails, watch machinery, cutlery, and other 
articles of intrinsic value, cannot be forwarded to or through 
France. 
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N.B. — In cases where, from the arrival of the Packet Ships 
from England, or from any other cause, the number of such 
Packets is unusually large, the Postmaster, in order to prevent 
interruption to the punctual despatch of the ordinary Mails, 
is authorised to delay the transmission of any such Packets 
for three successive posts.

NEWSPAPERS. 

Newspapers are transmitted within the colony free of charge 
if posted within seven days from the date of publication ; if 
posted after that period they are subject to a charge of one 
penny. 

Newspapers received from beyond the colony, in monthly 
parts, are (when re-posted) subject to a charge of Id. for every 
number contained therein. 

Newspapers for the United Kingdom, Id. ; or, via Brindisi 
(not exceeding 4 ozs.), 3d. ; every 4 ozs., or fraction addi- 
tional, 4d. 

Newspapers for the neighboring colonics and for all places 
beyond the seas not already specified in the Table A. (which 
can be seen at the post-offices throughout the colonies), are 
transmitted free of charge, if posted within seven days from 
publication ; and all newspapers from such places received in 
the colony are delivered without charge ; but if re-posted in 
the colony, Id. each must be prepaid. Every newspaper may 
be with or without a cover, open at both ends. There shall 
not be Rny enclosure, mark, or communication, other than the 
words "Newspaper only," the printed name, occupation, and 
address of the publisher or vendor, in addition to the name, 
occupation, and address of the person to whom sent, other- 
wise they will not be transmitted. 
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MONEY ORDERS. 

Money Orders may be obtained and made payable at all 
inland offices where such are issued, and at the places in the 
other Australian Colonies as per list in Postal Guide, on the 
following charges :— Queensland — For any sum not exceeding 
£», 6d.; exceeding £5 but not exceeding £10, Is. Inter- 
colonial — New South Wales, New Zealand, South Australia, 
Tasmania, Victoria. Western Australia : For any sum not 
exceeding £5, Is. ; exceeding £5 but not exceeding £10, 2s. 
British — At any Money Order Office in the United Kingdom : 
For any sum not exceeding £2, Is. ; not exceeding £0, 2s. 6d.; 
not exceeding £7, ,'Js. (id. ; and not exceeding £10, 5s, 

No Money Order "will be issued for a larger sum than Ten 
Tounds. 

Money Orders must be obtained between the hours of 10 
a.m. and 3 p.m., excepting Saturdays, when the Office closes 
at 12 noon.

REGULATIONS. 

1. All messages will be held strictly confidential. 

2. Messages tendered for transmission must be written with 
ink. in .1 legible manner, in plain language, on the proper 
form, ami the address must contain all information necessary 
to avoid delay and ensure delivery. The signature of the 
sender will be required, in authentication of each message, and 
as subscribing to the conditions imposed. To ensure greater 
accuracy, all amounts must be expressed in words as well as 
figures. Charge will be made for the words oidy. 

:!. Payment of all charges in advance will be required, 
except for replies to interrogatory messages which contain the 
words "Beply paid for," bid in all such cases the interrogatory 
message must be produced. In cases oi emergency or distress, 
special arrangements may be made for the receipt of messages 
payable by Hie icceiver, if the sender deposits the amount of 
(.•barges with the transmitting station ; in such cases the word 
"Collect" must be inserted in the address immediately before 
the name of the terminal station. This deposit will be 
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returned in full if the receiver pays on delivery. Press reports 
to be paid for at receiving station on delivery. 

4. The address, signature, name of sending station, and the 
date, hour, and minute of the deposit of the message, will In: 
transmitted without charge. When the sender wishes to pay 
for a reply, have the message repeated, or posted, instructions 
are to be inserted in the address immediately before the name 
of the terminal station. Intercolonial messages which are 
addressed beyond the limits of delivery, can be posted to their 
destination free of charge. Messages received for transmission 
within the colony can be posted to any address on prepayment 

•4 of postage in addition to the ordinary charge for transmission. 

Senders may have posted messages registered on payment of 
the additional fee. 

5. Messages may be transmitted in cypher, in the English 
language, or " secret language," but cypher words must not 
contain more than three syllables, and words in secret 
language must not average more than five letters ; an 
additional charge of fifty per cent, to be made for messages 
containing cypher or secret language. 

6. Messages will be transmitted in the order of their recep- 
tion, unless on the service of the State, or matters relating to 
the administration of justice, in which cases precedence may 
be given. 

7. Messages will be delivered free within one mile of the 
station to which addressed. If beyond that distance, accord- 
ing to the instructions contained in the address. Expenses 

y incurred for porterage, cab hire, or boat hire, payable by the 

receiver, will be charged. 

8. The sender or receiver of message, on proving their 
identity, may receive certified copies of messages on giving 
the date and paying a fee of one shilling for each copy. 

9. In the event of any interruption to communication by 
which messages may be unusually delayed, it will be optional 
with the senders, on application before transmission, to with- 
draw their messages, and receive back the amount paid. 

10. The originals of messages received, and duplicates of 
messages issued, will be kept for six months, after the expira- 
tion of which period they will be burned in the presence of 

• officers in charge of stations. 

11. If desired, messages of consequence can be repeated 
t from stations at which received to stations from which 

originally sent, on payment of an additional half rate ; but no 
responsibility will be undertaken, uor any claim for compen- 
sation entertained for any errors or mistakes in transmission 
or delay in delivery of messages, whether repeated or an-

repeated, nor for non-transmission or non-delivery of messages, 
from whatever cause such errors or mistakes in transmission 
or delay in transmission or delivery, or non-transmission or 
non-delivery, may arise. 

Telegraph stations in Queensland will be open to receive 
business from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily, Sundays excepted. On 
special occasions, when messages may be received after office 
hours, an additional charge of 50 per cent, on ordinary rate is 
to be made, On Sundays, officers are in attendance at 9 a.m. 
for the reception of messages in cases of extreme urgency or 
necessity. 

At railway stations where no electric telegraph office is opened, 
and where there may be a telegraph instrument in circuit on 
the line of the Railway Department, railway station masters 
will receive messages to be transmitted to the nearest telegraph 
station by railway wire, and from thence forwarded to their 
destination by Electric Telegraph Department. Railway 
station masters will collect the charges due to the Telegraph 
Department, and, in addition, one shilling on each message for 
transmission by railway line. In the same manner, messages 
for railway stations, where no electric telegraph station is 
opened, and where there may be a telegraph instrument in 
circuit on the line of the Railway Department, will be 
received at any electric telegraph station, the additional 
charge of one shilling for each message being prepaid for 
transmission by railway line. Message forms maybe obtained 
at auy such railway station, and the station master will furnish 
information as to cost of transmission. 

At country post towns, where no electric telegraph station 
is opened, postmasters have been appointed receivers of 
messages, which they will forward for transmission to the 
nearest electric telegraph station, by first post. Persons 
desirous of using this means of communication will hand their 
messages to the postmaster, together with tho cost of trans- 
mission, twopence for postage, and sixpence postmaster's fee. 
Message forms may be obtained on application at any such 
post-office, and the postmaster will furnish information as to 
the cost of transmission.

BANDICOOTS AND SEED CORN.— A correspondent of the Queens- 
lander supplies the following method for the application of tar to seed corn 
as a protection against bandicoots: — "It is easy enough to use tar; 
mistakes occur in using too much. This season being dry, I put the seed 
in water out in the sun for a whole day ; then at night pour off the water, 
and pour on the tar—a half-pint pannikin to a bushel of corn. Stir the 
whole with a stick while the tar is being put on until all the seed is coated 
with it. Let the corn stand all night, and in the morning mix dry ashos 
with it until the seed is covered. Then plant it in the usual way. Nothing 
eats this corn, neither bandicoots nor fowls, but they scrape it out at 
times, but not so much so as formerly. A little of the seed is injured, but 
an extra allowance provides for that. I have followed this plan for five 
years, and will do so while there ave vermin about to scrape up the seed." 

Thk cultivation of the sunflower is making way in British Guiana, 
where the planters are discovering that both health and the pocket 
are thereby materially benefitted. Experience has shown that 
plots of sunflower are beneficial to health in marshy places, and that they 
have an important commercial value. They produce, in British Guiana, 
from eighty to a hundred bushels of seed per acre, and each bushel yields 
from five to seven quarts of oil, which is excellent for lamps, for the use of 
painters, and for culinary purposes. Poultry fed on the seeds fatten 
rapidly, and, because of the oil, require no animal food. The fibre of the 
stalks may be ussd aa a substitute for hemp or flax, the leaves are 
relished as fodder by cattle, the young caps of the plant, properly cooked, 
are an agreeable vegetable for the table, and the flowers arc a favorite 
resort of bees.

(1.1 The Queensland Board of Education will grant Grammar School 
Scholarships annually to deserving pupils of the Primary Schools of the 
colony. The Board will pay the Grammar School tuition fees of such 
Primary School boys as shall prove themselves, on examination, to be 
fitted for a higher class of education than is afforded in the Primary 
Schools. 

(2.) Examination for Scholarships will be held simultaneously at some 
time during the first three weeks of the December of every year— one 
month's notice at least to be given of the precise date of holding. 
Examiners to be appointed by the Board. 

(3.) The examinations for 1874 Scholarships will take place in Decem- 
ber, 1873, at Brisbane, Ipswich, Toowoomba, Maryborough, and Kock- 
hampton only, unless special application shall be made and approved for 
holding examinations elsewhere ; but candidates may present themselves 
from any Primary School. 

(4.) Nominations of candidates, by the principal teachers of their respec- 
tive schools, must reach the Education-office at least one month before the 
date fixed for holding the examination, and the nominations must be 
accompanied by a statement that the candidates are Primary School 
scholars, not exceeding fourteen years of age at the date of the examina- 
tions, that they have not been pupils at a Grammar School, and have been 
in fairly regular attendance at a Primary School for the previous six 
months, and have been Queensland Primary School boys for eighteen 
months. 

(5.) Scholarships will be tenable, during good behaviour ani the pleasure 
of the Board, for three years. 

(6. ) The examinations will be held under the supervision of responsible 
officers of the Board appointed for the purpose. The questions will be the 
same in all places. The candidates' papers are to be anonymous, distin- 
guished by a motto or number, and accompanied by a sealed envelopo con- 
taining the name and age of the candidate, the whole to be forwarded 
under seal to the Secretary of the Board immediately after the examina- 
tions for transmission to the Examiners. 

(7.) Successful competitors will be entitled, through their parents or 
guardians, to elect the particular Grammar School at which they shall 
study j and, in the case of change of residence, or other sufficient cause 
shown, leave will be given for transfer from one Grammar School to 
another. 

(8.) The subjects of examination for 1874 Scholarships will be the same 
as those prescribed in the Board's printed regulations for boys who have 
reached the fourth form in a Primary School. 

(9.) The percentage of marks entitling to a Scholarship at the next 
examinations will be fifty (50), but in special cases, brought under their 
notice by the examiners, the Board may act independently of this rule.
